At the right, in-one of the 
open courts of the great palace facing this 
river, was a group of gypsies decked out ig 
the picturesque dress of their race, knitting 
bright colored rugs which made a mass of 
color in front of them, standing out 
in strong relief against the background of 
the dark walls of the court. Italian coun- 
trymen were waiking up and down through 
the crowd with pet dogs. Chiidren were 
singing at every corner, while off over the 
hills was presented as beautiful a view as 
the eye ever rest upon in Italy.

STATE CONVENTION CALLED. 


Kentucky's Delegation to the National 
Convention Will Come Unpledged. 

Lovisvitie, Ky., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—At a 
meeting of the Republican State Central 
Committee last night a State Convention was 
called for May 2 to select delegates to repre- 
sent Kentucky at the National Republican 
Convention in Chicago. Col. Walter Evans, 
ex-Commissioner of Internal Revenue, said it 
was the impression that the Republicans of 
this State were not wedded to any particular 
candidate.

Col. John Mason Brown and 
quite a number of stalwart Louisville Repub- 
licans are for Gen. Gresham. The General 
has made séveral visits to Louisville, and 
whenever he comes he is surrounded by quite 
a number ef the leading men in the varty. 
He not only has a following here but else- 
where in the State, especiaily among the sol- 
dier element. W. O. Bradley of Lancaster, 
who is now in the city, is undoubtedly 
@ pronounced candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent. His ardent friends intend to make a 
fight for his nomination, and declare that 
his energy and popularity would certainly 
carr entucky, and a récognition of the 
South on the ticket would probably result in 
ne other Southern Statesin the Repub- 
ican column. Of course, in this state of the 
case neither Bradley or nhis friends are in 
favor of any particular candidate to head 
the ticket. but they prefer Hawley, Depew, 
or some Eastern man, as they think the nom- 
mation of Sherman or Gresham would shut 
off any one but an Eastern man for the sec- 
ond place on the ticket.

MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COM- 
| MITTEE IN NEW YORK. 


Republican Club Organizations Growing in 
All Parts of the Country—Opinions on 
the Outlook in Ohio, Minnesota, and 
the East—Mr. Cleveland and Tammathy 
Are Now in Full Accord—The President 
Declines to Deal with Hill. 

New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—There 
were many enthusiastic Republicans assem- 

' bled today at the Republican Club, No. 32 

West Twenty-eighth street. They composed 

the Executive and Sub-Executive Com- 

mittees of the National Republican 

League. It is the first meeting of 

these bodies since the Chickering 

Hall National Convention of Republican 

Clubs held in December, The Executive 

Committee consists of one member from 

each State and Territory in which Repub- 

lican clubs have been formed. A session of 

the Sub-Executive Committee was held at 11 

and the general meeting was begun at 1 

o’clock. Both sessions were executive and 

not open to the public. Most of the day 
was taken up in listening to and 


discussing the reports of the progress 
of the club movement in the different States 
and Territories. After these were heard 
plans were submitted for a vigorous canvass 
from now until the end of the campaign, the 
intention of the committee being to take up 
the organization in every State where the 
local clubs are unable to do so. All the mem- 
bers reported that the club movement is 
going ahead with unabated enthusiasm. 
Judge John A. Caidwell, who is the Executive 
Committeeman from Ohio, said: 

„% The outlook with us is very bright. Cin- 
cinnati has three of the largest clubs in any 
State in the Union—the Lincoln, Blaine, 
and West End. They have an active mem- 
bership of between 2,500 and 3,000. We have 
organized in the city a large number of ear- 
nest district clubs, and the latest among us 
is a Foraker Club, which is now in- 
corporated and has leased and fur- 
nishéd a club-house. It has already 500 
members. No; the idea of the Foraker 
clubs is not to boom Gov. Foraker for Presi- 
dent; it is to work for the best man, whoever 
he may be, though the Governor is popular 
throughout the State. From the present out- 
look the State is surely Republican this year, 
We have a great many wool-growers, and 
Cleveland’s recently expressed free-trade 
views have injured whatever chance he had 
heretofore in the State. The general opinion 
there is that he will be nominated, but lI 
should not be surprised to see the Ohio 
Democracy for Hill.” 

Secretary E. W. Sanderson of Newark said 
that when the Republican State League of 
New Jersey was organized there were but 
nineteen Republican clubs in tne State. 
Since then tifty more have been formed, and 
there is an active demand for constitutions 
for new clubs, application blanks for mem- 
bership, and copies of an address which has 
been prepared to be sent to all the Republic- 
ans of the State. 

Executive-Committeeman C. S. Forbes of 
Vermont said that his State is now organized 
more thoroughly than at any time since the 
„% Wide Awake campaign of 1860. It has 
eighty-one clubs, all orgauized since Decem- 
ber, the members of which include the most 
prominent Republicans of the State. It is 
expected that the number of clubs will be 
doubled in a few months. 

Committeeman Byrnes of Minnesota, who 
has led in the organization of 200 clubs in his 
State since the convention, said that it was 
wonderful the way the club idea had grown 
in the State. It had been taken up with an 
enthusiasm far beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations. 

Henry W. Hayes of Providence, a member 
of the Executive Committee, said that Rhode 
island had now twenty-three clubs well or- 
ganized, and that the interest was increasing 
every day. The State League was reorgan- 

afew days ago and will apply for ad- 
mission to the league today. The effect of 
the reorganization has been to do away with 
mugwumpism completely. The President of 
the State League is John Nichols Brown, a 
young man of weaith, who belongs to one of 
the oldest families in the State, and he is 
taking the most active interest in the work. 
Organization throughout the State will be by 
towns. From the effectof the club move- 
ment it is expected that the spring elections 
will be carried by the Republicans and that 
a Republican Legislature will be elected, 
which will choose a United States Senator.

Cleveland Declines to Make a Deal with 
New York’s Governor. 

New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—An inter- 
esting bit of political news leaked out at an 
up-town resort. About the beginning of 
this month, so the story goes, Gov. Hill visit- 
ed Judge Alton B. Parker at Kingston-on- 
the-Hudson. Gov. Hill remained for several 
days as the guest of Judge Parker, and about 
the time he returned to Albany Judge Parker 
went to see President Cleveland on an im- 
portant mission. According to a leading 
Cleveland man, Judge Parker told the Presi- 
dent that Gov. Hill wanted absolute con- 
trol of the New York delegation at the 
National Convention. That the delegates 
were to go instructed for Cleveland, but that 
in the event of the President becoming in- 
eligible fora renomination by reason of un- 
foreseen obstacles arising, then Cleveland 
was to throw all his strength over to Hill 
and secure the nomination for him.

A CALM JUDICIAL OPINION, 


What a Democratic Judge Thinks of Dem- 
ocratic Methods. 

BAL donn, Md., Feb. 25.—[Special.]— 
Judge Stump, one of the oldest Justices in 
the Maryland Circuit, in deeiding the con- 
tested-election cases in Talbot County, which 
have been on trial since last November, 
shows up the frauds practiced by the Demo- 
crats in the country, as well as in Baltimore 
City.

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WANTED—A NATION AL ORATOR. 
Thirty years ago Edward Everett, speak- 
ing on the character of Washington, ‘ound 
“amid the dissensions of the time one 
grand sentiment to which the thoughts, the 


affections, the memories of the people from 


stinctively turn.” They have their sec- 
tional loves and hatreds’; but before the 
name of Washington “they are all absorbed 
and forgotten.“ The counsels of Washing- 
ton, he said, guided our fathers through the 
«* storms of revolution; they will guide us 
“through the doubts and difficulties that 
* beset us; they will guide our children and 
“ our children’s children in paths of prosper- 
“ ity and peace while America shall hold her 
place in the family of nations.“ 

When arguing for the adoption of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, Alexander Hamilton felt 
constrained to meet the objections of Montes- 
quieu, who urged that a limited extent of 
territory is indispensable for the permanency 
of republics. Hamilton held that in the 
Constitution itself were involved the safe- 
guards that would perpetuate liberty over as 
broad an area as might be brought by enter- 
prise and progress under American law. In 
a higher devotion to liberty than animated 
tlie brilliant if contracted orators and states- 
men of Greece he expected to find true 
American patriotism. Facuons aggrandized 
Athens and glorified Sparta, while Greece, 
lost to sight in passionate sectional devotion, 
fella prey to internal feud that ripened in 
national decay. 

Has the extension of our National bound- 
aries begun to justify the predictions of the 
French philosopher and confound the hopes 
of the American constitutionalist? Are we 
growing iess American as we become more 
numerous and richer? Is the spark of Na- 
tional patriotism flickering so feebly that 
on Washington’s birthday only a generation 
later than the time in which Everett spoke 
we can find no National orator to rise above 
all sectional and selfish considerations, and, 
ignoring personai interests, unconscious of 
parties, speak only for the whole people, like 
the High-Priest of old, leading them m a 
sacrifice of love at the altar of National lib- 
erty? 

Bismarck is undoubtedly detested by some 
portion of the German people. Blood and 
iron he has been not inappropriately called. 
Despotic when despotism seemed demanded 
by imperial expediency, he gravely inter- 
fered with the civil rights of a minority. 
Rigorous in conserving the military strength 
of the Empire, he subjects the youth of Ger- 
many to a camp servitude that cannot easily 
be reconciled with enlightened modern poli- 
tics. But when he asked the other day for 
extraordinary confidence on purely national 
grounds all opposition expired as if by 
magic; his request was complied with with- 
out a dissenting voice, and all parties 
burst out with the strain of national 
music whose key he struck in the phrase 
‘Furor Teutonicus.““ Is liberty less favor- 
able to national patriotism than mon- 
archy? Is there no Furor Americanus’’? 
When Beaconsfield died, the man who moved 
in the Imperial Legislature of Great Britain 
that the nation erect a monument to him in 
Westminster Abbey was he whom the Tory 
had fought bitterly throughout their long 
public life—a merciless opponent, an un- 
scrupulous critic, and unflinching enemy. 
While Disraeh lived Gladstone saw in him 
only afoe. Dead, he was a great English- 
man whom it was a privilege to honor. Is 
George Washington less as an American that 
we cannot meet merely as Americans—not as 
Republicans, Democrats, revenue reformers, 
protectionists, and what not- to renew in his 
name our love of the principles upon which 
the Republic relies for its perpetuity? 

There are American statesmen whose anni- 
versaries stand for partisanship. The Dem- 
ocrats have a right to toast Andrew Jackson 
at exclusive boards. But Washington stands 
simply and sublimely for the Revolution, for 
liberty, for the Republic. In him we enjoy 
that which Webster calls just pride of Na- 
tional ancestry. Have we already grown so 
faraway from the ideal as from the geo- 
graphical centre of his Republic that there 
lingers no American to speak as Webster 
spoke at the dedication of Bunker Hill Mon- 
ument, as Lincoln spoke at Gettysburg? 


THE GREAT BURLINGTON STRIKE. 

The strike of the locomotive engineers 
and firemen employed on the Chicago, Bur- 
ington & Quincy Railroad system (which 
it is said will begin Monday) will be watched 
by the entire business and traveling 
public of Chicago, as well as of other 
Western and Southwestern cities, with 
feelings of mingled apprehension and hope— 
apprehension lest vast business interests 
shall be embarrassed, and of hope that the 
good sense of the parties involved, as well 
as their desire to do the right and just thing 
may find some way of adjusting the contest 
before the passions or prejudices of either 
party to it have been aroused and enlisted 
for a bitter war. 

Without pronouncing upon the merits of 
the controversy, the public will see no 
reason why a strike in this case ought to 
be continued, if it shall begin. The 
railroad engineers and firemen are men 
of a higher degree of intelligence and 
thinking power than is ordinarily found 
among the working classes. They have 
no connection with other organizations 
outside of their brotherhood, and they 
are not led or influenced by demagogs. Their 
demands hitherto have always been reason- 
able, and they have been generally con- 
ceded or adjusted by arbitration in 
a satisfactory manner, so that strikes 
have been avoided. The entire community 
has faith in the reasonableness, patience, in- 
telligence, and fairness of the brotherhood, 
and upon this occasion will be loath to believe 
that their claim is an unfair or unreasonable 
one. Still, while their proposition in- 
volves a method and amount of pay- 
ment which have been adopted by 
some of the other roads entering Chicago, 
the Burlington officials have an objection to 
it which seems to have a rational basis. 
They say, for example, that it is not fair to 
establish a uniform mileage rate ſor different 
kinds of service; that distinctions ought to 
be made between the trips on branch or 
“pulg” hnes and the main line; and be- 
tween sections of the road having heavy 
grades and other divisions on which the hne 
is straight and level. For this reason 
they wish to adhere to the policy of 
measuring service by trips and not by 
miles. While there may be a sufficient an- 
swer to this argument we have as yet seen 
none, and have beard no attempt at one ex- 
cept that other railroads have adopted the 
proposed schedule and that the Buriington 
ought to be satisfied with what satisfies other 
companies controlling railroad systems as 
large as that of the Burlington. 

To some extent the brotherhood will have 
the advantage of public sympathy, for they 
have never done anything yet to forfeit it. 
The community knows also, whatever may 
be the outcome of the controversy, that they 
will conduct themselves like reasonable men 
and good citizens, which is also a point in

ience, and embarrassment of business and 
travel which the public will not endure un- 
compiainingly unless the engineers and fire- 
men have made demands which the managers 
of the road cannot grant without serious loss 
or injury to the road. If this strike material- 
izes and continues it will not be a private 
affair affecting only the strikers and their 
employers. It will concern tae entire public, 
and to a greater extent of hardship than 
either of the parties to the strike will be 
called upon to endure. The public under such 
circumstances, therefore, has the right to ex- 
pect that if the engineers and managers can- 
not settle their difficulties between them- 
selves they shall resort to arbitration and 
abide by the decision. Conciliation must be 
the policy in this controversy. 


CAN THIS BE TRUE? 

John C. New is reported as saying in New 
York that the following of Judge Gresham 
‘is eonfined to a few men and is not by any 
% means formidable; that his is a personal 
% contest rather than in the interest of the 
party,“ and that “ ninety per cent of the Re- 
‘‘ publicans in Indiana are for Gen. Har- 
“rison, and that the same percentage 
“will not take kindiy to the candi- 
“dacy of Judge Gresham.’’ The allusion 
to “a personal contest” by Gresham is 
rather amusing in view of the fact that the 
Judge has not raised a finger to secure votes 
or support from Indiana or any other State, 
and apparently has no intention of so doing. 
In ali hkelihood, as a matter of first choice 
the people of Indiana are about equally di- 
vided between Gresham and Harrison, but 
admitting for the sake of the argument that 
90 per cent prefer Harrison, there is no doubt 
that ninety-nine out of every hundred 
of the first-choice Harrison men would 
gladly take Gresham as second choice in 
the hope of securing a Hoosier President. It 
is with an ill-grace, therefore, that John C. 
New says the people of Indiana will pay no 
attention to the strength Gresham may de- 
velop in other States and that he will have 
% support in the convention from Indi- 
ana. 

The trouble with John C. New is that 
when he was an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, ready for promotion and right 
under the eyes of the Administration, 
President Arthur passed him by and 
sent out to Hoosierdom for Gresham 
to come and take a place as the 
representative of Indiana in the Cabinet 
and the head of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. Failmg a second time to secure 
au promotion when Judge Folger died, 
New resigned and went off in a huff, after 
which Arthur transferred Gresham to the 
Treasury and made him chief of the depart- 
ment in which New had been compelled to 
serve as a subordinate. Conducting a lead- 
ing Indiana paper and active in the manipu- 
lation of the party machinery, the disgruntled 
New for obvious reasons now seeks to ‘be- 
little the strength and popularity of Judge 
Gresham; but the Republicans of Indiana 
will hardly allow him to dictate the treat- 
ment which a Republican of Gresham’s 
stature and record shall receive in his own 
State. 

There ought to be no room for personal 
animosities in the settlement of a question of 
this magnitude. Indiana ought to have and 
can have the naming of the next President of 
the United States; and if she cannot nomi- 
nate one of her favorit sons she ought to 
jump at the chance of naming the other. 


SECRETARY BAYARD IN 1886 AND 1888. 

It is evident that Mr. Bayard is doomed to 
disappointment in the matter of his fisheries 
diplomacy, upon which the President sets 
such store. The publication of the text of 
the treaty has invited scrutiny of the corre- 
spondence between the Secretary of State 
and Ministers Phelps and West during the 
summer and fall of 1886, when outrages upon 
American vessels were rampant, with the 
result that Bayard’s definition of the rights of 
American fishermen does not square with 
the provisions of the treaty. In 1886 Secre- 
tary Bayard claimed that these rights could 
not be modified or compromised in any sense. 
In the treaty either compromise has been 
made or no attention has been paid to the rights 
thendemanded. The State Department report 
of our foreign relations with Great Britain 
during that year fairly bristles with men- 
aces of retaliation. Minister Phelps, writing 
to Lord Rosebery June 2, under instructions 
from Mr. Bayard, in the matter of the ves- 
sels then seized, says: I am also instruct- 
ed to inform you that the United States will 
hold her Majesty’s Government responsible 
for all losses which may be sustained by 
American citizens in the dispossession of 
their property growing out of the search, 
seizure, detention, or sale of their vesseis 
lawfully within the territorial. waters of 
British North America.” In the matter of 
the seizure of the schooner Thomas F, Bay- 
ard, his namesake, the Secretary instructs 
Mr. Phelps (July 30) to say to Lord Idaes- 
leigh that remuneration for the damages 
incurred by the vessel und its owners will 
be claimed on behalf of the sufferers so soon 
as the amount is accurately ascertained.” 
These announcements to the Government of 
Great Britain that it will be held liable for 
losses and damages consequent upon seizure 
continually recur in the diplomatic corre- 
spondence, and are pronounced as “ flagrant 
violations of treaty rights of their citizens, 
for wnich the United States expects prompt 
remedial action by her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment.” As late as Dec. 3, 1886, the Secretary 
writes Minister Phelps: 


The numerous seizures made have been of ves- 
sels quietly at anchor in established ports of 
entry, under charges which, up to this day, have 
not been particularized sufficiently to allow of 
intelligent defense. Not one has been condemned 
alter trial and hearing, but many have been fined 
without hearing or judgment for technical viole- 
tion of alleged commercial regulations, although 
all commercial — have been simulta- 
neously denied by them 


All of these proposals, relating to seizure 
and indemnity, were based upon the conten- 
tion that the position taken by the United 
States was right and the outrageous proceeu- 
ings of the Canadian authorities were wrong. 
How then is if that the treaty contains no 
claim for indemnity, no rebuke to the Cana- 
dian Government, nor one word of reference 
to the repeated insults and outrages com- 
mitted under its authority and with its con- 
sent? 

It will also be observed in the diplomatic 
correspondence of astill later date that 
what are now called concessions by Canada 
as against the treaty of 1818, for which the 
President is inclined to credit Canada with 
a spirit of fairness and hospitality, were 
claimed by Mr. Bayard as common rights of 
international usage. Nov. 5, 1886, he writes 
to Mr. Phelps: The present memorandum 
also contains provisions for the usual com- 
mercial facilities allowed elsewhere for the 
promotion of legitimate trade, and nowher@ 
more fully than in British ports and under 
the commercial policy of that nation.” In 
the same letter of instructions he refers to

THE WEST SIDE CABLE ORDINANCE. 

At its session tomorrow evening the City 
Council will consider the application of the 
Yerkes street-car syndicate for a West Side 
cable ordinance. The subject will come up 
as a special order in accordance with a reso- 
lution adopted last Monday. The voters of 
Chicago will follow the course of their Al- 
dermen on this important matter with the 
greatest interest. 

Owing to the fact that there are two dif- 
ferent corporations having a nominal owuer- 
ship in the street-car lines of the West Divis- 
ion two independent cable ordinances are be- 
fore the Council for its action. One refers to 
the tines formerly controlled by the old West 
Division or Russell Jones Company; 
the other refers to the  Harrison- 
Weeks Company, wmch claims to own the 
Washington street tunnel in virtue of an 
ordinance passed in February, 1886, and ap- 
proved by Mayor Harrison. Ine application 
for the cable ordinances was made some 
months ago in pretended response to a reso- 
lution passed by the Council favoring rapid 
transit for the West Division. Two ordi- 
nances have been already passed in compli- 
ance with the application thus made, but have 
been reconsidered on the pretext that their 
terms were too onerous to the street-car cor- 
porations. The framing of new ordinances 
was on the reconsideration of the ones al- 
ready alluded to undertaken by the Committee 
of Streets and Alleys of the West Division. 
This committee after three weeks’ considera- 
tion agreed on the rough draft of an ordi- 
in 
proper shape by the Law Department, 
the committee refused to recommend 
to the full Council, Ald. Harris, Yore, 
and Monear refusing to vote on the 
question of recommendation. But notwith- 
standing this unaccountable action on the 
part of the three Aldermen named the ordi- 
nances as drafted by the Law Department 
will form the basis of action by the Council 
tomorrow evening. 

The principal one, that relating to the Rus- 
sell Jones lines, grants permission to the 
Yerkes Company to change the motor power 
to cables on the following conditions: (1) 
That the street-car syndicate place on sale at 
convenient points and with their conductors 
twenty-five-ride tickets at the price of $1 
and twelve-ride tickets for 50 cents; 
(2) that it shall pave and keep in 
good state of repair all streets that 
it may use for cable lines from 
curb to curb; (3) that it shall contribute 
$200,000 towards the erection of a double 
roadway swing bridge over tne river at Mad. 
ison street. The conditions of the ordinance 
for cabling the Harrison-Weeks line are the 
same as the above except that it 1s stipulated 
the contribution in money shall be for a 
bridge over the river at Washington street, 
and the amount only $100,000. 

Some of the Aldermen, led by Cullerton, 
Hildreth, and Harris, pretend to think these 


terms too onerous for the street-car syndic- 


ate to accept, and will fight tomorrow 
evening to pass an ordinance sucn as 
Yerkes desires and without any of the 
conditions given. above. It will be in- 
teresting to watch the action of the Alder- 
men on the various proposals referred to. 
Nearly all of them are on record already on 
these points. At the meeting of the Council 
Jan. 3, when the cable ordinance for the 
West Division Company’s lines was under 
consideration, the following Aldermen voted 
in favor of the proposal for paving from curb 
to curb as proposed by Ald. Hamiine:

Nothing that the public is aware 
of has occurred in the meantime to alter the 
situation or to make it appear less necessary 
to impose the conditions set forth. 


CHICAGO’S GAIN BY THE HARLAN DECISION 
Mr. F. S. Winston’s statement in Tun TRIB- 
UNE of yesterday as to the effect of Judge 
Harlan's decision in the Lake-Front case is 
the clearest and most comprehensive that 
has yet been presented to the public. It sets 
forth briefly and in simple language the ad- 
vantages arising to the railroad company and 
the city from the judgment of the court. 
Mr. Winston, as a former Corporation Coun- 
sel, is fully aware of the merits of the con- 
troversy, and his views as to the value of the 
rights acquired by Chicago through the liti- 
gation will be accepted with confidence. 

The city, through this decision, becomes 
the unquestionable owner of the Lake-Front 
and of the riparian rights inhering thereto. 
In virtue of its charter powers it could, if it 
bad the means, build docks and wharves in 
the outer harbor. But, not having the means 
to enter on such improvements, the city can 
rent its harbor facilities, its rights of wharf- 
age and dockage to private firms and corpo- 
rations. The privileges which it gains in 
this way will not only be a source of profit to 
the city, but they can be so utilized as to 
greatly diminish the so-called bridge nui- 
sance. Mr. Winston mentions of his own 
knowledge the fact that the Lumbermen’s 
Association was some time ago negotiat- 
ing with the city authorities (while Harrison 
was Mayor, presumably) for dockage facili- 
ties on the Lake-Front. Nothing came of the 
negotiations, he said, because all parties 
wanted a legal determination of the interests 
involved.“ Now that such a determination 
has been reached all parties are well sat- 
isfied and no further legal proceedings will 
be instituted”—the negotiations with the 
Lumbermen’s Association can be renewed 
with profit to the city and to the other par- 
ties concerned. There is abundant ground 
for satisfaction in this result. 

Almost equally important is the fact, also 
established by the decision, that the United 
States has no right of ownership in Dear- 
born Park or in the Lake-Front. There 
will be no further necessity to appeal to 
Congress for permission to erect a public 
library, or soldiers’ memorial hall, or 
other building on the ground. The land, 
however, having been conferred on the city 
for park or “open-space’”’ purposes, it will 
be necessary for the municipal authorities 
to apply to the State Legislature for permis- 
sion to build a public library thereon. This 
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and the permission gees > ter will, 1 
be incumbered with conditions as to 
art academies, soldiers’ halls, or other 
projects. If any ot the fronting property- 
owners object to a publio library it will be in 
the power of the city to condemn their inter- 
ests, which would hardly amount to a great 
deal. In the judgment of the majority of the 
property-owners their interests would be en- 
hanced rather than damaged by the erection 
of a library puilding in Dearborn Park. 
This will be a happy solution of a dif- 
culty which, on account of the obstructive 
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- tactics of cranks and self-seekers and quib- 


bling Congressional demagogs, seemed almost 
insurmountable. 


THE POST-OFFICE TROUBLES. 

Tue condition of affairs in the Chicago 
Post-Office has reached a crisis which may at 
any hour precipitate a paralysis of the mail 
handling. The strike of twenty employés 
against continual overwork has been minim- 
ized as much as possible by the officials. 
The strikers’ places have been filled, 
as there are always hundreds of appli- 
cants for positions in Government offices. 
But the statement given out that the strike 
itself did not interfere with the business of 
the office, that the class of mail which they 
refused to handle was gotten out on time, is, 
of course, untrue. Every subscriber for an 


out-of-town newspaper knows that this class | 


of mail is not gotten out on time on an aver- 
age wore than three days out of seven. The 
delayed second and third class matter de- 
livered Friday morning told the true version 
of the strike. 

Small as the revolt was, the men engaged 
in it, not averaging $10 per week and required 
to work thirteen and even fourteen hours 
per day, according to the statement of Post- 
master Judd, have done an impulsive act 
which will enforce upon the department 
at Washington the cruvlty and injustice 
which for three years have prevailed 
in the administsation of the postal 
business in this city. It is far from the 
design of Taz Trisune to charge this cruelty 
and injustice upon Mr. Judd. He is incapable 
of either willfully. He has been incapable 
most of the time of knowing by personal 
attention how his office has been con- 
ducted. IIl-nealth, in which he is entitled 
to sympathy, has made it inevitable that he 
should leave to irresponsible subordinates 
department direction which no head of a 
great concern, public or private, can intrust 
safely to others. Men and women in every 
department, not only in the central office put 
at the division stations, have been compelled 
continually to work longer than health or 
equity allows in every twenty-four hours. If 
any large corporation demanded the same 
unreasonable service from its employés they 
would strike and would have general sym- 
pathy in doing 80. 

It is true that the vacancies in any Govern- 
ment office can be nominally filled without 
an hour’s delay. But they cannot be efficient- 
ly filled. Experience is as necessary in pub- 
lic as in private employment. Skill is nota 
thing to be acquired by virtue of an order of 
appointment. Permanency of tenure, as 
guaranteed under the Civil-Service rules, 
should not be contingent upon patient sub- 
mission to unreasonable exactions. Fidelity 
and capacity are as essential to the Govern- 
ment service as to the service of citizens who 
transact their own business. It has been 
notorious for along time that many of the 
Post-Ofhce servants would be glad to ex- 
change their places for private employment 
if they could only secure engagements. 
Necessity has compelled them to bear 
the burdens they had rather than run 
the risk of being outof work. Mr. Judd now 
admits that while the bulk of the mail to be 
handled here has increased enormously there 
has been no increase for several years in the 
clerical force charged with its classification 
and delivery. A more complete condemna- 
tion either of his own inertness or the gross 
indifference of flagrant economy of Mr. Vilas 
it would be impossible to conceive. 

THE TRIBUNE is able to say authoritatively 
that the Postmaster-General is devoting his 
personal attention to the Chicago office. He 
has justly complained that Tus Trisvune 
credived him with allotting only fifteen addi- 
tional carriers when the compiaints of 
citizens were made known through 
its columns. He directed that twenty- 
five additional ones should be immedi- 
ately put on the force, and that 
two new division stations should be created. 
Why the local officials, whose statement 
Tue Txrisung accepted without hesitation, 
belittled the action of Mr. Dickinson, Tue 
TRIBUNE does not know; they ought to ex-

he found the reports of the inefficiency of the 
local service well founded. He gives the assur- 
ance that within a few weeks every complaint 
shall be removed. If he would remove the 
radical cause of the decline of the Chicago 
office he would direct that its officials shall 
devote less attention to personal politics and 
more to Post-Office business. The building 
is mephitic with petty personal rivalries of a 
political nature. That the office shall be 
manned with Democrats is to be expected, 
but there can surely be found Democrats 
capable of receiving, handling, and deliver- 
ing the mails. 


MUSTARD AND MIRACLES. 

The nuwbers, activity, and influence of the 
Christian Science Sanitary Sect will be se- 
riously affected by the loss of poor Benedict, 
who died the other day in this city under the 
attentions of Dr. Teed. The case was one in 
which miracle was relied on against mustard. 
The patient had taken a severe cold which 
nad seized the lungs. An old-fashioned 
woman relative had covered his chest with 
mustard, and he became much better. His 
wife, a bdehever in metaphysical healing, 
preferred miracle to mustard. Dr. Teed is 
under bail, and when the right time comes 
may place before tne public a statement 
which will exonerate him from responsibil- 
ity in failing to make miracle triumphant 
over mustard. 

Meanwhile itis not at all surprising that 
the seif-deluded believers in the prevailing 
creed should be so numerous, so intatuated, 
ana so active. In this, as in everything else, 
history continually repeats itself. A little 
industry in medical bibliography would dis- 
close the appearance of similar epidemics 
from time to time in every part of the world. 
What is chiefly interesting in the present 
delusion is its proof of evolution in what 
may be called sanitary agents and ceremo- 
nial. Faith cure is as old an institution as 
any other form of superstition. Its ritual 
and incidentals have varied in epochs and in 
countries. The Australian aboriginal doctor 
still sucks disease out of his patient with a 
string. The Hindoo doctor sits outside the 
sick chamber on a mat, and by meditation 
heals the invalid; if he fails, he is beaten 
with rods. The principle of fetichism in 
Turanian races is another variant of the 
faith cure. The carrying of a small potato 
in the pocket as a preventive of rheumatism 
is still believed in and practiced in many 
parts of Engiand. Throughout the middie 
ages healing was largely professed by women 
whose herbs were sometimes supposed to 
have been procured from the Devil ana whose 
basty visits and mumbled words perpetuated 
the class among the ancient Hebrews of 
which Isaias speaks as “ wizards that peep 
and that mutter.“ 

In the earlier devolpment of faith cure 
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the dictionary of physic were indispensable. 
Eye of mewt and toe of frog, wool of bat 
and tongue of dog, adder’s fork and blind 
worm’s sting, lizard's leg and owlet’s wing, 
were used by more than Macbeth’s witches 
to accomplish more ends than reading the 
future of forcing the hand of fate. Faith 
was mt invariably demanded on the part of 
the patient; reliance.was more largely, but 
not wholly, in the efficacy of the symbol or 
decoction, and the influence of the doctor 
with the occult agencies of life and 
death. Generally if the physic failed, the 
physician was required to take it himself; 
and as poisonous distillations often entered 
into the mixtures the ranks of the healing 
profession suffered continual thinning. But 
the energy of imagination—which psycholo- 
gists declare to be only another term for 
faith under such circumstances—was always 
sure to aid the efforts of the healer; and im- 
agination has been the inexhaustible bank of 
facts for mankina. When Sheridan charged 
his political opponent with making a draft 
upon it in their personal controversy he knew 


that the institution was a venerable one hav- 


ing an incalculable surplus; an institution 
whose deposits are the accumulated creduli- 
ties of the human race and runs upon which 
only serve to increase its credit. 

Christian science keeps its principal ac- 
count in this ancient concern. It dispenses 
with drugs. Unlike Romeo, it remembers no 
apothecary. It excludes the surgeon with 
the pharmacopolist. The wise man’s ques- 
tien, Canst thou by thinking add a cubit td 
thy stature? it answers in the affirmative— 
asking only, with the true evolutionist, noth- 
ing but infinity of time to establish the truth 
of its hypothesis. It has its colleges, its pro- 
fessors, its students; and it counts its disci- 
ples now in every city and village. Intelli- 
gent and virtuous people accept its dogmas as 
sincerely as they hold to revelation; and its 
uncodified and undigested laws, as they call 
them, have acquired the aspect of mathemat- 
ical axioms. Many remarkable results have 
appeared as effects following its causation. 
It boasts more miracles than the New Testa- 
ment. So long as it can keep the miracies up 
why should its votaries return to mustard? 
The most rigorous medical science not only 
acknowledges the power of imagination. ih 
creating and in overcoming disease, but re- 
sorts to its codperation in the restoration of 
impaired health. If imagination be a co- 
operative remedy, why shall not its aid, 
under the name of faith, be tried as a sole re- 
storer? 

There is no doubt that much of what is 


known as nervous morbidness is due to self- 


delusion or to causesover which the will can 
exercise large control if sufficiently ener- 
gized. If people delude themselvesinto sick- 
ness they ought to be congratulated for de- 
luding themselves out of it. If they believe 
in miracles for health-recovery and can find 
performers of them there is no good reason 
why they should return to mustard. Doubt- 
less the mass of intelligent mankind who 
have not eaten of the insane root that takes 
reason prisoner will continue to resort to 
mustard.

HINTS FOR THE RECOVERY OF ONE 
OF THE LOST ARTS. 


Fine Conversationalists Seldom Found Now- 
adays Because Little Attention Is Paid 
to the Art of Talking Well—The Best 
Talkers Are Born with the Gift, Yet 
with Study Surprising Ability May Be 
Acquired by Ordinary Mortals—Anec- 
dotes of Some Gifted, Women. 

Brooklyn Zagle: A noted literary woman 
familiar with after-dinner talk both here and 
abroad, in what is termed the best society, 
has recently declared that the art of conver- 
sation is lost, that it is something of the 
past, and may not be recovered. This is 
a sweeping assertion which possibly ad- 
mits of many excepuons. If she had said 
that there are few fine conversational- 
ists either here or abroad it would have 
come nearer the trutn; but we have 
still numbers of men and women noted 
for their post-prandial talk, their wit, their 


happy method of telling a story, and their 


quick appreciation of the humorous and the 
droll which they can adapt for the occasion. 
Formerly the art of conversation was stud- 
ied by every one moving in social circles of 
distinction. Talking well is a gift and it 
may be cultivated to a great extent. One 
must not only be intelligent and well read to 
give pleasure in talking to others but have 
the power to seem unconscious of making the 
effort to do so. Egoism is fatal in the at- 
tempt to talk well. 

A young giri fresh from school who was 
ambitious to talk well secretly asked tne ad- 
vice of a lady considered an adept in that art 
to give her some simplerules that she could 


follow in that direction. 

Advice,“ replied madame, “for talking 
well? Ah, my dear, if I have that art I am 
not conscious of it. I try to interest myself 
and to speak of matters that interest those 
with whom I am conversing. I forget myseif 
for the time being.“ 

I notice that you rarely or never talk of 
yourself, madame; you who have seen 80 
— of the world and rare society,” said the 
girl. 

* But that would be impolite, without one’s 
experience were requested,“ answered mad- 
ame. 

So the girl felt she had discovered the 
foundation of good talk. With culture and 
mental endowments self must be, or appear 
to be, forgotten, and the personal pronoun I 
used as seldom as possible. . 

Sidney Smith, the English wit, defined a 
bore asa man who talks about himself when 
you wish to talk of yourself. “I think “ is 
the usual preface with many people to all 
their conversation, anda relation of their 
experiences, their opinions, their wishes 
forms the beginning and end of all their talk 
wherever they may be, if their associates are 
amiable listeners. After-dinner talk, if good, is 
made of a kind of spicery difficult to describe 
partly of anecdote, partly in the gift of de- 
scription, and more than all in subtle repar- 
tee, that flashes like a meteor, that sparkles 
like the bead on wine, that is a surprise and 
a charm, that can be felt, but rarely bears re- 
peating. One must have appreciative listen- 
ers to tell a story well. It is an accomplishment 
to be able always to listen to a thrice- told tale 
with patience, for however inexhaustible the 
fund of anecdotes a diner-out may possess, 
the same story may be repeated many times. 

It is a generally accepted fact that men talk 
better than women. The most notable ex- 
ceptions to this rule are Mme. De Staél 
and Margaret Fuller, who were the most 
brilliant conversationalists. Many women 
have had the 3 to gather people 
celebrated for their good talk about them, 
without being distinguished in that direction 
themselves, but these two women were 
listened to with rapt attention, each word, 
each sentence, being considered a mar- 
vel of elegant expression. Margaret 
Fuller, it is said, held the authorship 
and conversations of Mme. de Stael in 
high esteem and studied the art ot conversa- 
tion in every possible manner. To this end 
she inaugurated the little coterie in Boston 
to facilitate good talk, which was the embryo 
of the first literary club in that city. It 
would be an admirabie idea for every 
woman desirous to shine in conversa- 
tion to study the life and writings 
of Margaret Fuller. Col. Higginson’s 
re of her is accepted as the best. 
Miss Elizabeth Peabody of Boston may be 
mentioned as another brilliant talker. Ev- 
ery word she utters is gcod enough to print, 
and yet she is over 80 years of age, half blind 
and oblivious as to matters of personal ap- 
pearance. At the literary reunions at the 
Hub, Miss Peabody is given the place of hon- 
or. She seems to be half asleep, but after a 
while opens her eyes and joins in the discus- 
sion with an ardor and clearness of thought 
and expression that astonish those who 
have not previously heard her talk. 

A mother and daughter, who study the art 
of conversation, have each a blank book in 
which they jot down any happy 2 which 
may occur to them, for after use. hen in- 
vited to a dinner, or themselves about to en- 
tertain dinner gues they arrange some 
form of conversation which they intend to use 
tor the occasion,commit bits of verse or prose, 
and use them most effectively. This 18 
not an original idea with these ladies. They 
copy it from reading of the ladies who in 
other decades presided over a French salon 
or an English drawing-room preparing to be 
brilliant in the same way. Such talk is grace- 
ful, but lacks spontaneity. Satire and wit 
are closely allied, and yet, as Lady Mary 
Montagu wrote in 1762, 

Satire should, like a polished razor keen, 
Wound with a touch that’s scarcely feit—or seen. 

We are not yet educatedvup to the point 
where we thoroughly like the talk of women 
in public as greatly as we must admire the 
wit and brilliancy of Juia Ward Howe, Mary 
Livermore, and Anna Dickinson. Mrs. 
Howe’s conversation is a feast of good things 
anywhere, and she is equally at home at an 
elegant dinner party, in a drawing-room, 
or talking of the rights of women 
to audiences. Miss Kate Sanborn has 
filled a large volume with her humorous 
sayings of women, while numbers of 
men have exhausted reams of paper to prove 
that women have no humor at all. To the 
educated, grammatical ear che lapses 
lingos” (as the old lady said) of many peo- 
ple are infinitiy droll.

It seems 
she was ill, and, despite the orders of her 
physician, had arisen from the sickbed, 
which nearly proved to be her deathbed, to 
advance the interests of a young protége.

When my boy Johnny lay dying, 
and my husband and myself were by his side, 
expecting that each breath would be his last, 
you came to the house and asked to 
see Mr. Morrissey. You wanted him to

The 
tears were streaming down Mrs. Walworth’s 
face as she, after an interval of silence, re- 
plied: ‘We will appoint her.’ 

And they did appoint her not only asa 
teacher, but as the principal of a primary 
school. 

I have heard some unkind things said of 
Mrs. Morrissey, but since that nightI have 
learned to respect the person who will brave 
even death to do a favor without expectation 
of return. 

By the way, while we are speaking of 
Mrs. Walworth I think I can tell you a sequel 
to the Walworth parricide of which the gen- 
eral publicisignorant. Frank Walworth is 
dead, and so is a lovely sister of his, so far as 
the world is concerned. Shehas taken the 
veil and vows of a nun. 

It was years after Frank had left prison 
and had begun the practice of law in Saratoga 
Springs. You know that Father Walworth of 
the cathedrul, Albany, is an uncle of Frank, 
and that, through his influence, the whole 
family became Catholics. Miss Clara was an 
especially devout chila of the church. It 
was she who took the veil.”

They are shown in the shops generally 
made of linen or surah, and narrow-ruffled Val- 
enciennes lace is set in under the scalloped edges 
of the embroidery. 

For evening wear in the way of wraps the 
plush long coat is giving place to one ot red 
cloth, or preferably of poppy- colored cashmere. 
If of the latter it is made with a number of little 
tucks both back and front, which descend to the 
waist. and there open to form part of the fulness 
in the full skirt. They are lined through- 
out with sicilienne of the same shade and have 
sleeves opening very wide at the wrist. 

A pretty walking dress is made of bright golden 


brown ladies’ cloth, with a high finish.

pinked scallops. The long curtain draperies are 
corded with the sealskin, as are the edges of the 
vest, which is composed of rows of the pinked 
materials. A pretty little cloth and sealskin 
toque and a sealskin cape complete the costume, 
Corsages with full fronts are in great favor for 
dresses of various materials, from heavy silks to 
the thinnest gauzes. The amateur dressmaker 
will find that this fullness is easily added, and 
that it will improve the simplest bodice. For 
cotton fabrics and also for silks it is only neces- 
sary to add two or three inches of greater breadth 
to the fronts, gathering this fullness at the throat 
and at the waist line. In wash dresses the darts 
are not taken up on the outside, but only in the

To make a pretty V-shaped opening in adress 
high on the shoulders, the straight edges of the 
fronts of the dress goods are carried back to the 
shoulder-seams, and the fullness is gathered 
along these seams. Pretty lapped corsages have 
the fullness carried still further back on the 
shoulder-seams, and a fabric of contrasting color, 
such as surah, tulle, or Brussels net, 22 fills 
in the pointed throat, passing around the neck 
and being carried in folds down the front, lap- 
ping to the left side at the waist-line and finished 
there with a roset or flowing bow ofribbon. For 
instance, a dress of suéde-colored bengaline has 
pale-blue China crape folds in the neck; and an- 
other of gray veiling striped with poppy-red has 
bright red surah folds with inside folds of red 
tulle next the open throat.—New York world,

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NEW FABRICS FOR SPRING. 


MATERIALS IN BEAUTIFUL TINTS FOR 
WOMAN’S ADORNMENT. 


Daffydowndilly to Be the Popular Color 
This Season—Many New Colors Stolen 
from the Spring Flowers—Violet and 
Hyacinth in Profusion, and Lilac with 
Narcissus — Other Beautiful Shades 
Mingled—French Costumes, Ribbons, 
Lingerie, and Handkerchiefs. 


New York Press: If any there be who 
doubt the fact that daffydowndilly has come 
to town, let them stroll up Broadway and 
peep into the shop windows, for they are gay 
indeed, and no less gay than beautiful. The 
air is redolent with the odor of early violets 
and hyacinths; jars filled with fragrant lilies 
of the valley, daffodils, and crocuses stand 
with jeaious defiance in close proximity to a 
window full of gilded baskets containing nar- 
cissus, pansies, and lilacs, artificial, ’tis true, 
but so amazingly real that one might be 
easily convinced they grew in Nature’s gar- 
den. 

With the spring flowers come new fabrics 
which repeat their colors, with green as a 
leader. gay green, the smiling Nature's uni- 
versal robe.“ 

The moss and sage tints are the first choice 
in green, with a shade of Rembrandt which 
carries a strong tone of blue with it. 

Japanese blue succeeds turquois and is 
richer and more dense in tone. Canaque is a 
copper tint of medium brown, old red is a 
familiar pompeiian, and a newer red is the 
brilliant tint scarcely to be found in anything 
but the salvia blossom. Grays are overcast 
less with blue and more with gold, and deep- 
er tints extend to mouse color. 

As to fabrics themselves they are as thick 
as leaves in Vallombrosa and are likely to 
place the shopper in the condition of the in- 
dividual who was miserable because he had 
nothing to complain of. The first indications 
show that stripes will be wider, plaids longer, 
and figures more prominent than ever. All 
matériais that will be worn in early spring 
are placed before shoppers as the desirables, 
and cashmeres, Henriettas, camel’s hair 
stuffs, and English mixtures are included in 
this list. As trimmings are never stationary 
something novel may be looked for at the 
end as well as at the beginning of a season. 

French costumes of wool material show 
heavy cord for braiding instead of flat sou- 
tache. When tubular braid is used it is 
sewed on to give the cord effect, the differ- 
ence being in the softness and elasticity of 
the braid as compared to the stiffness and 
firmness of cord. 

Ribbon is largely used for a garniture at 
present, bows and ends being left to the dis- 
cretion of the person using them. For 
house dresses of cashmere of dull color the 
popular trimming is groups of parti-colored 
ribbons with the ends cut in snarp points, 
and for dressy totiets these in apy one color 
that may be appropriate are — in ruches. 

New ribbons are handsomer with each suc- 
ceeding season. Gros grain, moire, and 
satin effects are united in sash ribbons of 
one colorin this wise: The edges will be 
satin, with the centres of alternating stripes 
in moire and gros grain. Others again have 
gros grain weavings, with blocks of moire in- 
terspersed at regular intervals. Expensive 
ribbons in cashmere color show threads of 
tunsel interwoven. These will be applied as 
flat garnitures, often upon vests, plastrons, 
and cuffs, and even bordering wool costumes 
of plain colors. 

There is no department of dress which 
proves so forcibly as lingerie that the 
value of an articie manufactured is often 
out of all proportion to the worth 
of the material employed ih mak- 
ing. Lisse, lace, and sheer white muslin 
are at the service of the dainty and linen 
without blemish waits upon tne choice of the 
many. These are tne same beautiful linens, 
cambrics, and laces that have made wedding 
trousseaus and outfits indays gone by. They 
are still in requisiuon for underwear, and 
have lost none of their delicate beauty. 

They have, however, parted with a little of 
their popularity, for such personal linen is 
much less fashionable than sets of lilac, yel- 
low, mauve, pink and pale biue surah made 
close fitting and elaborateiy trimmed with 
lace and ribbon. After the favor given to 
Medicis and Torchon laces for underciothing, 
Valenciennes, both in the old familiar and 
close-pressed varieties and tle creamy tint, 
is as much liked as it has ever been. 

With silk chemises, or those composed of 
ribbon and insertion, ladies wear corsets 
made of satin of a corresponding color, with 
the stitching and small finishings of a con- 
trasting shade. 

Once more linen, percale, and cambric 
chemises are being cut with gores, are tucked 
and otherwise trimmed to take the place of 
an underskirt. One shape is furnished with 


a lapping piece to be turned down over the 


corset. 

A new fancy 4 displayed is for mak- 
ing chemises of biack lace insertion and 
orange colored satin ribbon. It is a fancy 
which is likely to be short-lived, as, however 
dainty and showy such effects may be, they 
are not calculated to win permanent favor. 

Fine, pretty Hamburg embroideries are 
more substantial and will ever be preferred 
us garnitures for lingerie, and such trim- 
mings are most fancied in close, solid pat- 
terns. 

Night-robes have yoke fronts, with three 
box-plaits extending from the neck at the 
back, and the sleeves are wide at the wrist, 
after the French mode. 

The most expensive sets of linen under- 
wear are made to order, but those of percale 
and cambric, elaborately trimmed and hand- 
somely made, are partof the stock of a ladies’ 
furnishing store. 

As popular taste accepts pure white hand- 
kerchieis as first favorits the finest and most 
daintily embroidered cambric handkerchiefs, 
with colored edges, are sold at a great reduc- 
tion. These are relegated to accompany 
morning toilets of cotton fabrics, whiie an 
elegant gown is only complete when the good 
taste of the wearer selects a cambric hand- 
kerchief of a cobweb texture and bordered 
with the finest French embroidery.

AS TO THE LAKE-FRKONT LANDS. 

The decision of the Lake-Front case natu- 
rally raises the inquiry whether any improve- 
ments will be made now that tiie rights of 
the parties interested have been clearly out- 
lined by high authority. The property of the 
Illinois Central Road on the Lake-Front is, 
of course, considered enormously valuable 
more valuable than the terminal lands of any 
other road entering the city. It has long 
been supposed that when the legal questions 
were decided warehouses and other struct- 
ures for business purposes would be erected 
along the water. A Chicagoan well informed 
in such matters expresses the opinion that 
there will be no haste to make any such use 
of the land. The elevators, he says, are 
now located at the most convenient 
points, and as for new ones there 
is no encouragement to construct 
them, as those already built are 
by no means fully used. The warehouse 
capacity of the city in general is considerably 
beyond present needs, and a number of the 
houses are not paying expenses. The land 
is too vaiuable for lumber-yards. Many of 
the lumbermen in less central localities have 
been obliged to move on account of the ex- 
pense of doing business. The same is true 
of many classes of manufactories. Yet it is 
natural to expect that land so available will 
be used for some branch of business. It is 
to be hoped at least that the companies using 
the Illinois Central tracks for passenger 
service will give the _ public _ better 
depot accommodations than they now have. 
GRAND BOULEVARD, PAST AND PROSPECTIVB. 


There has been of late considerable quiet 
inguiry and buying on Grand boulevard, 
About 3,000 feet, including both fronts of 
some few iots running through to Calumet 
avenue, have been sold, mostiy to parties 
contemplating making fine sy ot Ae te at 
an early day. The sales have been mostly on 
the higher ground near the park. Until late- 
ly this property has been unaccountably neg 
lected and sold at prices lower than lots on 
inferior streets a great distance outin tne 
suburbs. When the boulevard was first laid 
out it was in advance of the demand for fine 
residence property, and was inaccessible ex- 
cept by carriage, but it is believed with 
the elevated railway and the great 
and increasing demand for fine lots 
outside of the old residence quarters 
that this boulevard will soon become wae it 
was originally intended to be—the finest 
driving and residence street in the West. 
The pieasure-driving streets of this descrip- 
tion in Europe and the Riverside Park in 
New York represent the highest-priced prop- 
erty. Why should not this most popular 
drivéway, which is thronged with fine equip- 
ages every fine day, when lined with palatial 
homes, equal any of them? That is the ques- 
tion that has been asked by men who have 
held Grand boulevard property for years

nid BUILDINGS ON DEARBORN STREET. 

Negotiations are in progress for a lease of 
the lot seventy-three feet on Dearborn street 
by fifty on Adams, southeast corner. The 
property belongs to Mrs. W. W. Strong, and 
tie proposition is to dease ior ninety-nine 
years at $12,500 a year for the first four years 
and $15,000 for the remainder of the term. 
It is not known who the intending lessee is, 
but it 1s thought that be may be LeGrand W. 
Perce, who has just sold his interest in the 
property at the northwest corner of Fitth av- 
enue and Jackson street, or Francis P. Ow- 
ings, who has operated extensively in that 
part of the city. The parties familiar with 
the negotiations decline to give the 
name of their principal, but state 
that if the lease is consummated he 
will erect on the lot a twelve story 
office building, which will be different from 
any other in the city. The exterior will be 
of stone and the interior will be finished in 
the best style with fine woods and marble. 
It was thought by some of the gossips yester- 
day that the negotiations were in the inter- 
est of the lroquois Club, whose other scheme 
on Adams street has practically fallen 
through, but this is authoritatively demed. 
The iroquois Club scheme failed because the 
funds could not be raised. A railroad com- 
pany recently made a bid of $250,000, or 22a 
per tront foot on Adams street, for the 
Strong property, but it was declined. 
There is another contemplated improve- 
ment farther south on Dearborn street. It 18 
well known that the Women’s Christian Tem- 
rance Union is making an effort to raise 
funds for the erection of a large building in 
some city of this country which shall be at 
once & monument of the union’s strength and 
a source of profit. E. S. Pike, who owns the 
northeast corner of Dearborn and Jackson

Several other building schemes, still far- 
ther south on Dearborn, are in contempla- 
tion. Itis found tobe a convenient quarter 
for many classes of business, and the rents 
are not yet high. The buildings at Temple 
court, northeast corner of Quincy street, are 
filling up with coal-dealers, patent lawyers, 
and miscellaneous tenants. 

VARIOUS NOTES. 

The condition of the market for securities 
is a cause of strength to the real-estate market. 
All over the country is manifested a lack of con- 
fidence in stocks, and bonds, and the capitalist 
who is afraid of them naturally turus to realty. 

An offer of $340,000 has been made for Mr, 
Crozier’s property, No. 149 State street, occupied 
by Bullock Bros. It is 492x170 feet, and the 
buiiding is by no means first-class. As the rent 
is but $22,000, this price is on a basis of about 6% 
per cent gross, leaving say 442 or 5 per cent net. 

Plans for the changes in the Honoré Block 
are now in preparation, and it is thought thatthe 
improvements will not be long coming. The 

urchasers, Messrs. Hinckley Cooper, paid 

.000 down, and have four years in which to pay 

the remaining $720,000, which bears 5 per cent 
interest. 

A few of the old plank on the Marshall 
Field lot at the southwest corner of La Salle 
and Monroe streets were taken out in prepara- 
tion for the erection of a building, but another 
suit by L. E. Leiter made its appearance on the 
scene und a halt was called. The question 
whether to build or not te build is again under 
consideration. 

Peacock, the jeweler, has renewed the lease 
of his store at the northwest corner of State and 
Washington streets for eight years at $17,000a 
year, which is an advance of $3,000 a year o 
what he has heretofore paid, and is considere 
u reasonable rent in view of the great ad- 
vance in State street property in the last few 
years. The property belongs to the Stewart 
heirs. Stewart Clark has recently sold out his 
interest in it to the rest of the heirs. The build- 
ing is to be improved soon at an expense of $15,- 
) to $20,000, and two elevators are to be put in. 


The preference of the best operators in 
real estate for corners even at the higher prices 
they command is easily accounted for when one 
studies the advantages they possess over inside 
lots. Take, for instance, the southwest corner of 
State and Washington streets, owned by W. E. 
Hale. It is 55x85 feet—that is, it has 4,675 feet of 
area. The Gossage property adjoining has an 
area of 16.528 squure feet, but rents fo only 
about the same amountas the Hale property. 
This in spite of the fact that the Gossage prop- 
erty has nine feet more frontage on State street. 

The new custom of erecting high buildings 
is by no means confined to the largest cities, like 
New York and Chicago, but extends tothe West- 
ern towns. There are a number of them in Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, and similar cities, and many 
more are projected In such places it is not 
usual to erect ten or twelve story structures. 
Seven or eight ordinarily suffice. ut that is a 
material advance on the old prattice. Four or 
five stories used to be about the limit. It will be 
remembered that anything higher than five sto- 
2 — is a comparatively recent thing even am this 
city. 

The tenacity with which property is held 
in this city is illustrated by the case of the owner 
of a valuable lot and building for which he at 
first asked $100,000. On that basis the property 
yields but 4% per cent. He was bid $95,000, 
Ar he immediately advanced the price 
to $115,000. A bid of 8100. 000 failed to bring him 
to terms, and it would seem that he is a believer 
in the theory that money is Worth no more in 
Chicago than in New York. It is the opinion 
of some of the operators that this city is coming 
to a 4 per cent basis for the best holdings, but 
there is still a good deal of excellent property to 
be had on a6 per cent basis, and the come-down 
of 1 or 2 per cent will be gradual. : 

One of the evidences that the promoters of 
the South Side Elevated Road (the old original 
one in which J. D. Jennings is interested) be- 
lieve that it will be a success is the fact that 
they have made considerable purchasés of prop- 
erty along its proposed. line for their own ac- 
count. Col. Ellers, their munager.is said to 
have bought some land on the line recently. It 
is not believed that the Chicago men who are 
identified with the scheme will have a large 
pecuniary interest in the road, but that the capi- 
tal will be furnished mainly by New Ycrk and 
Philadelphia capitalists. It is now thought that 
the road will turn west from State steet on Polk 
and thence north on Third avenue to Van Buren, 
the opposition on State north of Polk being too 
strong. 

It is interesting to note how the income of 
& property may be increased by a proper man- 
agement of it and by getting in the right ten- 
ants. The building on the southwest corner of 
Wabash avenue and Monroe street, which was 
purchased by Leander J. McCormick about 
eighteen months ago, and in which Hall Mo- 
Cormick has an interest, was at that time yield- 
ing $17,500 a year. It is now rented at about 
twice that amount, and it is said that the tenants 
show a decided preference for long leases, on the 
expectation that the rents Will advance. The 
building on the northwest corner of Wabash 
avenue and Lake street is owned by the same 
pan. and three of four years ago they would

MONETARY. 


Tnere was one holiday in last week, and the 
bank clearings were therefore somewhat below 
those of the preceding week, but they exceeded 
the total of the corresponding perioa of 1887 by 
over 86,000,000, The general verdict on trade and 
its prospects was favorable, and merchants called 
attention to the collections, which they said were 
easier than they had been, and easier than many 
had predicted. The money market was dull, par- 
ticularly Saturday. The rates were unchanged 
at ö per cent for the best call loans and 6@i for 
time. The surplus reserve of our banks is not 
falling off, as is that of New York banks, but if 
the tendency there continues, we may expect to 
see something of it here, and the money market 
will show more strength later on.

New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.}—Petroleum 
induiged in one of its old-time eccentric 
twists today, much to the joy of the bull ele- 
ment and the distraction of the bears. Since 
the Standard Oil Company magnanimously 
reduced its large carrying charges to 25 cents 
a day the fluctuation in charges has been 
comparatively light. A heavy line of shorts 
has been developed, however, since the boom 
took place a few weeks ago, supposed 
to be largely confined to members 
of the Stock Exchange and their 
followers. For a few days _ certifi- 
cates have been growing scarcer, whiie 
carrying charges have been going up. The 
Standard Oil Company, which presumably 
controls the great majority of certificates, 
refused to loan, and shorts were sent scurry- 
ing for the precious scrip. Today the screws 
were given another turn and the unlucky 
shorts were compelled to pay as high as 
$2.50 a day for the tse of certificates over 
Sunday. The situation seems to be 
especially confined to the New York 
market, as carrying charges at the 
other exchanges throughout the country 
are normal, or only advanced moderately on 
the news from New York. The whole move- 
ment is supposed to be a blow at the Stock 
Exchange and a gentle lesson as to what 
to expect when they begin dealing in cer- 
tificates on their own floor. The excitement 
was intense for a time today and prices ad- 
vanced rapidly. Had it not n a Saturday, 
with the half holiday stopping all business at 
noon, an even higher range of prices would 
likely have resulted. Oil closed yesterday at 
894¢ cents, and opened this morning at 8934, 

vanced to 91%, and closed at 9136.

THE BRAKEMEN’S POSITION, er 

At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 8. C. 
Wilkinson, Grand Master ot the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Brakemen, arrived at the Grand 
Pacific from Peoria, and at once jomed Mr. 
Arthur, the Grand Chief of the Engineers, 
and F. P. Sargent, the Grand Master of the 
Firemen. A reporter asked Mr. Wilkinson 
if the Brotherhood of Railroad Brakeman 
would stand by the engineers and firemen in 
the coming strike. 

Most assuredly,’’ said he. 

“ What proportion of the brakemen on the 
Burlington are brotherhood brakemen?’’ 

„About two-thirds.”’ : 

„Will the brakemen serve any enginee 
and firemen who do not belong to the broth- 
erhood?’’ 

It is not likely.“ 

Mr. Arthur said: Since the October con- 
vention of the brotherhood, and within the 
last four weeks, the wages we are now ask- 
ing of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
have been allowed by the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago, the Chicago, Evansville 
& St. Louis, the Wisconsin Central, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Chicago & 
Alton, and the Santa Fé Railroads. These 
arrangements, save in the case of the Alton 
and Santa Fé, have not even been made pub- 
lic. The railroads, seeing the justice of our 
proposition, acceded at once.”’ 

It is hinted that in case of a general strike 
the brakemen will come forward with a lit- 
tle grievance of theirown, which has been 
smoldering for seyeral months. The brake- 
men are organized to an extent upon several 
of the roads, and have been quietly at work 
making preparations todemand an increase 
in pay. The average wa paid to brake- 
men is about $45 a month, which the men 
claim is at least $10 under fair living wages. 

WHAT WILL THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR DO? 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
is, in the estimation of the general publi 
one of the most powerful and best-man 
labor organizations in the world. The broth- 
erhood is extremely exclusive. From its ear- 
hest conception the policy of minding its 
own business and letting other labor organi- 
zations mind theirs has been strictly fol- 
lowed out. This policy has been interpreted 
by the Knights of Labor as hostile to 
their motto. “An injury to one is the 
concern of all,“ and

Locomotive Engineers are, ana for years 
have been, at swords’ points. During the 
great strike of 1877 the locomotives deserted 
by the Reading 8 were refilled from 
various sources. ese engineers were sub- 
sequently organized by the Knights of La- 
bor, together with the other employés of the 
Reading boad. When thesemen went on a 
strike two months ago Chief Arthur saw his 
opportunity to return the compliment, and 
accordingly notified President Corbin that 
the brotherhood had pienty of good en- 
gineers out of a job who would lke to take 
— the places 3 fer their nom 

en years ago. 0 was accepted, 
and unless all signs 2 ＋ Knights of La- 
bor will attempt a si revenge in.case of 
a strike on the Burli n & Quincy. 

When Chief Arthur’s attention was called 
to this fact, he merely replied that it was tne 
company’s privilege to hire other men—if 
these could be found. At110’clock last even- 
ing the situation was unchanged. No com- 
munication had been received by Mr. Arthur 
from the railroad officials, and no attempts 
to hold another conference had been made. 
Both sides are temporarily inactive. 

GALEsBURG, LL, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy engineers and 
firemen held ajoint meeting here this after- 
noon and evening to hear the reports of their 
delegates relating to the failure of the de- 
mand for the increase and equalization of 
wages. The sentiment was unanimously in 
favor of persisting in the demand, aithough 
no further action was taken so far as can be 
learned on the question of a strike. Suver- 
intendent J. D. Bester came in,from Burling- 
ton on an — and with Superintendents 
Upham and Price had a conference with a 
large committee sent from 8 meeting. 
No proposition of compromise, Mr. Bester said, 
was made the men. He continued that the 
negotiations are not far enough along to say 
what will be the result. Mr. Rice said that 
the committee was courteous and fair in its 
demeanor. The officials advised the men to 
be careful and do nothing rash, and they as- 
sured them that they would act only after 
due deliberation. A report of this confer- 
ence was made to the meeting this evening, 
and the whole subject was discussed.

Quincy Road they propose offering them- 
selves for the places of the striking brother- 
hood men. A delegation will probably leave 
for Chicago early next week, with more to 
follow. 


BILLINGS OUT OF THE GAS TRUST. 


He Avails Himself of a Contract Made Some 
Months Ago and Sells at 40. 

It was stated in THz TRIBUNE some months 
ago that when A. M. Billings turned an inter- 
estin the People’s Gas Company over to the 
Gas Trust he insisted that the syndicate should 
agree to buy back within a certain period the 
Gas Trust certificates he received in exchange 
for stock of the People’s Company, and that 
accordingly they gave him a put on the cer- 
tificates at $40 per share. It is understood 
that the privilege runs till the Ist of Mav, and 
that he was required to give the other mem- 
bers of the trust thirty or sixty days’ notice 
of putting the stock. That notice has been giv- 
en, and the certificates will therefore soon 
change hands.

FOR COMMERCIAL UNION. 


THE QUESTION DISCUSSED BY THE 
COMMERCIAL CLUB. 


At the Usual Monthly Gathering of the 
Merchant Members of the Organization 
Erastus Wiman, Ben Butterworth, Ly- 
man J. Gage, and the Rev. 8. J. Me- 
Pherson Talk in Favor of This Inter- 
esting Movement. 

The sixty-seventh regular meeting of the 
Commercial Ciub of Chicago took place last 
night at Kinsley's. As customary, it was 
prefaced by a banquet, beginning at 7:30 
o’clock. It was well attended and thorough- 
ly enjoyed by ail. 

The subject of the evening was Commer- 
cial Union with Canada,“ and after the cov- 
ers were removed, while the mandolin or- 
chestra was playing selections, chairs and 
settecs were arranged, and the members set- 
tied themselves for the more serious exer- 
cises to follow. The American and British 
flags were draped together over the speaker’s 
desk, which all faced, as a reminder of the 
subject under discussion. Ofso great inter- 
est was this that nearly the entire member- 
ship of the club must have ‘been represented 
at the meeting. 

E. W. Blatchford presided, and in calling 
the meeting toorder paid a tribute to the 
memory of Martin Ryerson, and welcomed 
to the club the “son of a worthy sire, Martin 
A. Ryerson.“ He regretted that Chauncey 
M. Depew had been called away, and had the 
Secretary then read his letter of regret that 
he was unable to be present. He then intro- 
duced Lyman J. Gage, the first speaker. 

Mr. Gage thought no one would deny that 
in a country where all laws arose from the 
will of the people it was permissible to take 
upin commercial clubs such questions as 
were before them then. The whole world 
was on a map now, and a giance over that 
showed that it was all,staked out with nation- 
al claims. There were no more lands to dis- 
cover, and, as conquest was athing ot the 
past, Canada could not be taken by force of 
arms, but it should be done by commercial 
union. Mr. — speech was short but a 
strong one, setting forth the advantages of 
the union in question. 

Erastus Wiman, the principal speaker of 
the evening. was next introduced. He said 
that there was no city in the world that would 
be quicker to apprehend the advantages ot 
new territory than would Chicago. Canada 
to the north was much misunderstood, Asa 
rule, Americans believed that it was a frost 
line of snow and ice, beyond which there 


J. was little to attract. This, however, was a 


great mistake, for it always should be real- 
ized that Canada, in area, was quite as great 
as the United States; that in variety of 
product, in advantage of climate, and in rich- 
ness of resources she in many particulars 
exceeded the United States. 

At present the commerce of Chi ex- 
tended as far north as the boundary line be- 
tween Minnesota and Manitoba and a parallel 
of latitude runn on that line to tne Pa- 
cific coast. Was there any good reason why 
the commerce of the city should extend just 
so far and no farther? Why should this 
vast volume of trade roll hke a wave to this 
eee line and then like a wave roll 

k upon itself? The development of the 
whole continent seemed to be a duty depend- 
ent upon those who came into possession of 
independence. in the short century that 
had intervened this duty had been nobly dis- 
charged, and already almost all the territory 
included within the United Statés was occu- 

ied by the industry and thrift of the great 
ation which this declaration created. The 
seuss now, however, might well be asked, 
as the commerce thus created ever to be 
restricted within the limtsof the United 
States? Should it not be continental in its 
scope, continental in its profit, and continen- 
tal in its influence? e knew no tical 
boundaries, and the fit realizable from 
Manitoba would be just as welcome as that 
from Minnesota. If the customs line be- 
tween the two countmes were obliterated 
there would follow to both divisions advan- 
tages of the utmost value. All that had come 
to the United States as the result of openin 
up new territory and new development woul 
follow from an extension of free commerce 
into Canada, and from a development of 
the marvelous resources of that land. 

Mr. Wiman then described the productive 
forces ot Northwestern Canada, which had 
for a long time been erfoneously considered 
by the United States as barren and inaccessi- 
ble. He also devoted some time to a descrip- 
tion of the natural advantages of other por- 
tions of Canada. pane Some to the ques- 
tion of commercial unioh between the Unitea 
States and Canada, he gaid that the practica- 
bility of the proposal Was extremely simple. 
A political union between the United States 
and Canada was not only im ibie but 
really undesirable. The Uni States had 
1 as much territory as it could well han- 

le, and the spectacle of 7,000 bills being pre- 
sented in the first few weeks of the session 
of Congress indicated how great was the 
strain in governmental departments without 
taking in another half of a continent. Be- 
sides this, the people of Canada were unalter- 
ably loval to British institutions, and it was 
the extremity of folly to think of forcing any 
— movement of this kind just now. 

ut the same objects could be obtained by 
commercial union as by political union. He 
stated that the results of a limited agitation 
in Canada duri the last year in favor of 
this movement had been such as to astonish 
the politicians, and that it only needed an in- 
vitation from the United States to break 
down the barrier between the two countries 
to have the people of Canada vote two to one 
in favor of it. 

At the conclusion of his speech, which 
occupied something over hour, President 
Blatchford introduced Benjamin Butter- 
worth, the next speaker. 

Mr. Butterworth said that the question 
submitted for discussion was of serious im- 
port to all American people, no matter from 
what point it was viewed. Trade sought a 
market in which to buy and sell wherever on 
earth it could find it, and in its progress it 
knew no flag, no race, stopped at no boundary 
lines, and demanded no conditions except 
the payment of the price and the delivery of 
the goods, except where confined by the 
arbitrary restrictions of law. Where and 
under what conditions these restraints 
should be imposed was one of the great 
economic problems of this age. He 
then showed how accessible Canada was 
to this country and how advantageous 
free intercourse would be. The present lo- 
cation of our northern boundary line was 
almost an accident. To raise revenue and 
establish and cherish manufacturing indus- 
tries customs duties had been provided when 
we needed them, but now we had obtained 
all the revenue that we needed, we had 
built up out industrial institutions, and now 
led all nations in the field of productive art. 
What we lacked then had supplied 
since, and now no reason existed for contin- 
uing in that course. It was not a question 
of whether certain gentlemen enjoyed pecul- 
iar advantages under existing laws, but 
whether under a just and wise regulation 
of our commerce with Canada they were 
entitled to have and enjoy them. He 
was not a little astonished at the breezy 
affluence with which selfish interest rushed 
into the arena to defend its special privileges 
in the name of the people. 

In conclusion the Rev. S. J. McPherson 
made a witty speech, setting forth the aisad- 
vantages of a union with Canada. He said 
he usually felt difident in addressing such 
distinguished merchan but on this occa- 
sion he went at it boldly use he knew as 
little about the subject as any one, and there- 
fore was qualified to speak on it. He thought

DEPRIVED OF ITS LANDS.

The International Company’s Grant Re- 
voked by President Diaz. 

San Diego, Cal., Feb. 25.—Dispatehes were 
received in this city today the City of 
Mexico by the attorneys 6f Burton -and 
her son, H. B. Burtan, saying that President 
Diaz has revoked the order of the Govern- 
ment as issued by Carlos Pacheco, Secretary 
of Pubiic Works and Colonization, April 4, 
1887, granting the title ofa tract known as 
„ Ensenada de Todos Santos” to the Inter- 
national Company of Hartford, Conn. This 
tract, which comprises about 300,000 acres, 
and inciudes the Towns of Ensenada, San 
Carlos, City of Punta Barda, and the Moveo- 
dero and San Rafael Valleys, has long been 
in litigation. President Diaz’s order practi- 
cally confirms Mrs. Burton’s title to the prop- 
erty. The value of the property is estimated 
at $10,050,000. 

e attorneys of the International Com- 
pany deny that President Diaz has power to 
1 upon the title and they question if he 

as done so. 

[The order revoked by President Diaz was 
issued by Carlos Pacheco, Secretary of Public 
Works, Colonization, and Commerc& giving ex- 
clusive rights of the disputed prope to the In- 
ternational Company of Hartford, Conn. The 
property comprised about 30,000 acres, includ- 
ing the towns Ensanada and San Carlos. 
the Mercadero and San Rafael valleys, and 
much valuable land. The sales of the 
International Company already amount. 
it is estimated, to 81.500.000. The company will 
have to make terms at once with the Burton 
heirs, who are said to be willing, or the matter 
will be thrown into the American courts. Mrs. 
Burton is the widow of tne late Gen. Henry S. 
Burton of the United States army, who went to 
California in 1847 with Stevenson's regiment of 
New York volunteers. He commanded at the 
successful defense of La Pax, and was subse- 
omens 4 stationed as Captain of Artillery at 

an lego, where he married the suc- 
cessful claimant to the Ensanada de To- 
dos Santos property, then Sefiorita Maria 
Bandini. The sefiorita’s family were Spaniards 
of the old Castilian stock, and her grandfather 
had been granted the Ensanada de Todos Santos 
by the King of Spain. Capt. Burton was made 
brevet Brigadier-General for lant conduct at 
Petersburg, and died in 1869, leaving, besides his 
widow, a son and daughter, who survive. The 
original grant to the Bandini family was con- 
firmed by the Republic of Mexico, so that the 
prospects for the colonists who have been buy- 
ing from the International Land Company are 
very biue.]

A NIGHT WITH DYNAMITE. 


AN EXPERIENCE TWO BOYS HAD WITH 
THE EXPLOSIVE. 


Driving from Dark Till Daylight with 
Three-Quarters of a Ton of It In an 
Express- Wagon — Their Trip Through 
the Principal Streets in Taking It Out- 
side the City-Limits—Their Trouble 
with Exp en, Policemen, and the 
Cold, . 

A part of Chicago might have been blown 
sky high Thursday night. From 7:30 p. m. 
until 6:30 a. m. enough dynamite was jolting 
over the pavements from the neighborhood of 
the Court-House to Sixty-fifth street and 
back again in an old express wagon to have 
Swept.a smooth place in the heart of this 
Western metropolis. There were thirty 
cases of it. Each case contained fifty pounds 
—altogether three-quarters of a ton of dyna- 
mite rattling down Wabash avenue, dodging 
grip-car trains loaded with theatre-goers ! 
Even Mayor Roche and the City Council 
were not safe, nor the city police or de- 
tectives. The latter might have been dis- 
tributed to the four winds as they scoured 
the alleys and byways for clews of Tascott. 
And the Yale gentlemen as they banqueted 
Chauncey Depew were in deadly danger of 
extermination. 

At 4 o’clock Thursday afternoon a Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne freight-train arrived 


with thirty fifty-pound cases of dynamite 
from Liverpool, Ind., consigned to a point in 
Wisconsin. The enge Mitwaultes & St. 
Paul does not receive explosives for 
transportation after g p. m. There was noth- 
ing for the Fort Wayne people to do, then, 
but to cart the stuff to the office of the pow- 


der company from whose magazines it had 


been shipped. So it was loaded into an ex- 
press wagon. The fact that the driver was 
intoxicated adds something to the piquancy 
of the situation. He drove to the office of 
the powder company and then learned for 
the first time the character of his load. He 
was horror-stricken, and unloaded with con- 
sideral more care than he had loaded up or 
driven from the depot. He left the stuff on 


the sidewalk and drove away as rapidly as 
possible. 


The agent of the powder company had gone 
home. The only persons about the premises 


were two clerks, aged 18 and 20 years, named 


George“ and Charles.“ They have other 


names, but in telling the story of their night’s 


adventures they uested for pru- 
dential reasons, best known to themselves, 
their other names be kept out of print. They 
knew nothing about the ordinance prohibit- 
ing the storing of quantities of explosives 
within the city limits, but they did know 
that if the stuff remained there all night, 
and the insurance companies heard of it, the 
premises would have to remain uninsured 
thereafter. So they concluded to have the 
dynamite carted to some place outside of the 
city for the night. They hailed a passing ex- 
pressman. 

We want these cases taken outside the 
city limits,“ they said.

| A TRUST IN POTS, KETTLES, AND PANS, 


Penitentiary Wardens Have a Monopoly in 
Hollowware and Decide to Raise Prices. 
ALBANY, N. V., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—One 

of the most novel of all pools or trusts that 

have been formed is the hollowware pool, 
which has just been renewed by agreement 
of the Wardens or managers of the various 
penitentiaries, where almost all the hollow- 
ware manufactured in the United States is 
made. Nine-tenths of the pots, pans, kettles, 
and stove utensils are made in the State 
prisons in Columbus, O.; Jeffersonville, Ind. ; 

Chester, III.; and Auburn, N. L. Some 900 

— are there employed in making 
ollowware. far as is known there is 

only one hollowware factory outside of the 
prisons. Tnat one is at Medina, O., and em- 
ploys only thirty-four men. Up to last sum- 
mer there was an agreement between the 
managers of the hollowware industries in 
the various State ns that they would 
not let the price fall below a figure that 
would bring back the cost of the raw ma- 
terials, with something for the labor of -the 
men, but the hollowware market became 
overstocked and the Western penitentiaries 
cut under the Auburn Penitentiary 
by reducing the pool rate. The New 
York convicts were thus undersoid in 
their own State. It was easy for the New 
York prisons to meet this cut, as they have 
to pay no wages and the capital of the whole 
State 1s behind them. It does not make much 
difference to anybody but the storekeeper 
whether the convict-made goods are sold 
over or under the cost of the raw materials. 
So the New York prisons cut rates, too, and 
there was an inter-State prison hollowware 
war. The tin-pan and _ kettle peddlers 
throughout the country rejoiced at the low 
rates and the prisons lost money. At Auburn 
in October there were 169 convicts makin 

hollowware, and their earnings were 5. 

cents a day. Previous to that on some kinds 

of hollowware the price obtained by the 

State did not pay for the material used. 

The folly of conducting business in this 
way appeared. to the various Wardens and 
managers, and simultaneously they began to 
raise the prices and stiffen their rates. In 
November the average earnings of the Au- 
burn convicts who made hollowware were 23 
cents a day, in December a fraction over 34 
cents, and last month they had risen to 35 
cents. The pool idea occurred to the West- 
ern men, and they set to bringing it about. 
Conferences have been held between the 
Wardens and managers who have charge of 
the manufacture of hollowware, and within 
a few weeks they have made an arrangement 
by which the price of hollowware will be 
put up still more. They may go on stiffening 
rates until the convicts’ earnings will be 
equivalent to $1 a day or more, which will be 
so much gain to the taxpayers of the respect- 
ive States. The only limit to increased 
prices will be that outside hollowware indus- 
tries would be startea should prices go too 
high, but it would be easy for the prisons to 
cut prices again and kili off competition. 
The Wardens and managers do not call this

5 That Country Has Tried and Proved the 
Virtues of a Low Tariff. 

Curcaaeo, Feb. 25.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Allow me alittle of your valuable space 
; for a few remarks about an interview pub- 
lished in a recent issue of the Journal, in 
which Mr. Depew specially reters to Holland 
as a strong argument against free-trade 
principles. 

The honorable gentleman on his visit to 
that country must have happened to meet 
with a one-sided business-man, as the-facts 
are in most instances totally the opposit of 
what was told him there. Holland chieftyowes 
its commercial prosperity to free trade. Before 
1848. when the Constitution was revised, the 
restrictive navigation laws repealed, and a 
free-trade system inaugurated, Holland’s 
trade and public finances were in a deplora- 
ble condition. Since that time Holland, al- 
though one of the smallest countries on the 
European continent, has occupied a very re- 
spectable position in Europe’strade. It is 
perfectly true that for some years business 
has not been prosperous, but this does not 
confine itself to Holland; all the 
other countries, free trade as weil as 

protectionist, kave been suffering from the 
general depression in trade, and if we com- 
pare the quiet and generally orderly state of 
things in free-trade Holland with the strikes 
and bloody riots of her neighbor, the strong 
protectionist Belgium, I really don’t think 
that anybody will be inclined to look for an 
argument in that direction in favor of protec- 


tion. - 

It is true that in Holland there have lately 
been some riots about Socialism, but Mr.

— Mr. Depew: The people are against 
ree trade but the Government is in favor of 
it!“ Now there is no country in Europe 
where the will of the majority is more dis- 
tunctly and positively the rule of the Govern- 
ment than it is in Holland, and the Hon. Mr. 
Depew may rest perfectly assured that the 
moment the majority in Holland should pro- 
nounce for protection the policy of free trade 
would immediately disappear. 

The examples given to Mr. Depew by his 
informant are most remarkable. The old 
original “‘delf”’ industry is an industry of 
— ages and had ceased to exist long before 

ree trade was introduced, but there were 
and there are still some large earthenware 
factories, especially in Limburg, one of the 
rovinces in Holland. When free trade was 
ntroduced the then tolerably rich owners of 
those factories piteously declared that free 
trade was going to ruin them—a prophecy 
which, however, has not yet proved true in 
to the many immensely wealthy pro- 
prietors of those factories. 

It is again true that at a time when pleuro- 
KE was violently raging in Holland 

neland took strong sanitary precautions 
against the importation of cattle, but it is 
equally true that since the disappearance of 
that disease unnecessary precautionary 
measures have been abolished, and the cattle 
trade, the trade in agricultural products, the 
butter trade, the trade in butterine—which 
has made Holland the largest consumer of 
American oleomargarine—are all ranking 
high among the export articles of Holland to 
Engiand. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to state one fact 
which, I think, is a pretty conclusive argu- 
ment on the other side of the question. In 
the Province of Twenthe, in Holland, there 
have existed for several years factories 
where a certain kind of cotton goods was 
manufactured, which was exported to Hol- 
lana’s extensive East Indian colonies. A 
prohibitive discriminating duty there in favor 
e those goods imported from the mother 

ountry eventually excluded all foreign com- 
petition. When, in 1864. “3 7 adopted 
the free-trade principles in her Indian col- 
onies there was a strong popular feeling in 
Holland to follow that example in her own 
colonies. Some theorists wanted an abso- 
lute and immediate abolition of all discrim- 
inating duties, but the majority was of 
opinion that a gradual diminution of those 
duties would give the manufacturers ample 
time to prepare for the change. and wouid 
therefore be more advisable in their interest. 
This opinion prevailed, and a law was passed 
decreeing an annual gradual diminution of 
the differential duties, so that at the end of 
ten years they would entirely abolished. 
When this law had been passed ‘'wenthe de- 
clared that it would be ruined. After a short 
time, however, the more intelligent manu- 
facturers improved their factories. their ma- 
chinery, and their whole system of working. 
They found that with free raw material there 
Was no reason why they should not be able 
to compete perfectly well, and the result has 
been that at the end of ten years the produc- 
tion has increased wonderfully, and those 
manufacturers not only can stand foreign 
competition in Holland’s own colonies, but 


collide. But henever doesso. When within 


a couple of yards of the obstruction in his 
way he swerves to one side and passes with- 
out touching, seeming to have been warned 
by some perceptive power that cannot be 
credited to any of the senses other than 
sight. When going to his residence from 
any direction he walks as briskly atid direct- 
ly tothe door as if he could see it, and at- 
tempts to trick him into stopping short of it 
or passing it are always failures. In like 
manner he has his store, and. in fact, all the 
places he frequents about Hudson, marked 
down exactly in his mental map, 
and makes no mistakes among them. 
Out on the country roads toward 
Chatham, where he was born and brought 
up, he will ride at a gailop on horseback, tak- 
ing cross roads, dodging vehicles, and turn- 
ing into lanes just as readily as anybody else 
might, and he goes driving with as much con- 
fidence in himself as any man with two or 
even four eyes could have. When he comes 
to New York he requires no guide, and it is 
doubtful if one person out of 100 jostling him 
on the street would imagine tnat hd was 
moving in total darkness. Customarily, as 
a measure of precaution when he goes aboard 
a street car, he tells the conductor at what 
street he wishes to get off; but if the con- 


’ ductor forgets and carries him beyond the 


appointed place he will cry out. “ Hi, there! 
ou are taking me beyond my street.“ How 
can he tell that? Well, he just knows it. 

Mr. Ryder tunes a good many pianos an- 
nually, and itis said of him that he can take 
worn and unsound strings out of a piano and 
replace them with good ones as deftly as any 
workman could. In the matterof making

Of course 
when he deals he knows what cards his op- 
ponent has, and that gives him some advan- 
tage, but even when he lets another person 
deal for him he is seldom beaten. As might 
be expected, his musical ear and memory 
have been phenomenally developed, so that 
his learning and retention ot even difficult 
music are represented as marvelous.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25.—The last 
news received by Manuel T. Olavarria, Con- 
sul General of Venezuela in the United 
States, is that the invasion of English on 
Venezuelan land not only continues but it 
extends openly and will reach the Territory 
of Yuruari. Nov. 29 there was proposed in 
the Colonial Legislature of Demerara the 
construction of aroad which, crossing the 
Rivers Mayaruni and Cuynin, would extend 
up to the limits of the colony. In the course of 
the argument it was said that the district of 
Yuruari was included in the limits. The attor- 
ney of the Queen said so and urged the meas- 
urs. The project was adopted. Armed forces 
were sent upon Yuruari, and no resistance was 
feared, because the natives of Venezuela 
there did not exceed 100, and the others are 
English subjects. According tothe decree 
of the Governorof Demeraraof Dec. 31, 1887, 
the validity of a contract made with the Gov- 
erment of Venezuela for the opening of a 
railroad from Ciudad Bolivar to Guacipati is 
not recognized. So the English, it is said, do 
not content themselves with the possession of 
the mining territory of Yuruari and the 
Orinoco River, but up to Bohvar City. Ar- 
thur W. Roudier, who has been Consul of 
he yee in Boston since 1881, says he knows 
all that territory which has been stolen, and 
considers England’s action most outrageous. 
He is an American citizen, and has some 
mines there himself.

Publication of the Charges Against Mr. 
Ellis and Trouble in a Synagog. 

KaiLaMAzoo, Mich., Feb. 25.—[Special. |— 
Three thousand copies of the Northwestern 
Tribune, published at Mount Pleasant, con- 
taining grave charges backed by affidavits 
against the Rey. Charles E. Ellis, pastor of 
the Unitarian Church here, were distributed 
through the book stores today and created 
great excitement.

Small Towns Deserve a Plum. 

I wish to say that while I fayor the erection of 
public buildings, and like to see grand public 
structures, yet at the same time I would like to 
see some proportion between public and private 


buildings, and prefer that such appropriations | 


should be properly distributed among the people 
who 8 the means for their erection. I do 
not think, sir, thatthe conduct of this House to- 
day in the passage of these extraordinary appro- 
priations is warranted by the condition of the 
country. I think that the parties who pay for 
the buildings ought to have some expression in 
this House. 

To the men who pay from their day's labor, 
under the infamous tariff system of taxation 
now in operation, 40 per cent of that labor for 
such public works it may be some satisfaction to 
know that they have in tne State where they live 
some of these great public buildings; and that 
when their day’s labor is done, although by this 
infamous system of taxation they pay 40 per 
cent of it to put up the building, it may be some 
satisfaction for them to go there and see it and 
know it is in their State. But such a system is 
not in harmony with our institutions, 

In a part of the district which I have the honor 
to represent here we have 100,000 people, inhab- 
iting 600 square miles of as fine country as tke 
world can produce; but this Government has 
never paid a dollar by a vote of the House for 
tne benefit of the people there. The money for 
public purposes is all given to some large city, 
and the people in general derive no benefit what- 
ever from it. e are taxed—the people are 
taxed—for this money, and, I repeat, the system 
is an infamous one, and unjust in itself, which 
would deprive the taxpayers of the benefit of any 
portion of the tax they are compelled to pay. 

Mr. Chairman, there shuuld be some general 
law by which the money paid by the taxpayers 
would be returned in some shape to them in pro- 
portion to the amount of tex levied in each of 
the districts throughout the country. For ex- 
ample, in my district there are several towns 
containing 4,000 inhabitants. Now, if you give 
money in some large city for a Government 
building, it should be given in like proportion to 
the people in tnese smaller towns, who are also 
called upon to bear their share of the expense in 
the erection of these weg * in the larger 
cities.— Conqressman Lane of Illinois. 


What Public Buildings Cost Taxpayers. 
From debate on the bill to appropriate $200,000 
for a public building at Lowell, Mass.: Mr. 
Bland—Mr. Chairman, this bill seems to belong 
to the same class as others we have had under 
consideration. It appears from the report just 
read that the Government business is now very 
weill accommodated at Lowell by an expenditure 
of $3,000 a year for rental of the necessary build- 
ings. This oill proposes to appropriate $200,- 
as I understand. for the erection of 
a public building at that place. What 
will this cost to the taxpayers Of the country? 
As I have already remarked, the business people 
of our country cannot obtain the use of money 
for less than 6 per cent per annum, and the rate 
in many cases runs up to 10 and 15 percent. The 
money must be taken from the pockets of the 
taxpayers to meet this expenditure; and, as in- 
terest today is not less than 6 per cent, $12,000 
per annum at least is the burden of interest im- 
posed upon the people of the country by this bill, 
whereas under the existing condition of things 
only $3,000 is expended for furnishing the neces- 
sary accommodations. 


How does it happen that in this ‘Town of Low- 


ell for 100 years the public business has been 
amply accommodated by the rental of buildings? 
Such propositions as these come here only Be- 
cause we have an overflowing Treasury—only 
because the taxes wrung from the people are 
piled up in the vaults of the Government. so 
that we have $100,000,000 of surplus. This must 
be squandered in some way; and expenditures 
of this kind seem to be the most plausible 
method. Let that money be appropriated for the 
purpose of paying the bublic debt; stop your un- 
necessary taxation of the people; let taxation 
be imposed only so far as necessary to meet the 
urpose of the Government economically admin- 
‘tered. and then weshall have an end of this 
extravagance upon public buildings.

Not a Trust, but It Answers the Purpose. 

The firm of Jones & Laughlin is one of the 
seven firms or companies which have united in 
an association to kill competition in the manu- 
facture and sale of steel and iron beams in this 
country, and to keep up a high price for such 
beams. We recentiy showed t for two years 
the uniform price of $73.92 per ton for beams had 
been maintained by this combination. The asso- 
ciation is not a trust in the strictest mean- 
ing of the word, as we have explained, 
although it does the work of a trust. 
The Boston Commercial-Bulletin publishes a 
statement from Mr. B. F. Jones, a member of 
the firm of Jones & Laughlin, in which he says 
there is no trust, but adds: ‘* There are only six 
or seven firms in the country that manufacture 
steel beams, the total yearly product amounting 
to between 50,000 and 60,000 tons. The firms have 
an understanding among themselves for the reg- 
ulation of prices.” And this understanding has 
fixed the price for the last two years at $73.2 a 
ton, while the price of steel rails is now $31.50 a 
ton. The beam combination is enabled to main- 
tain this price by a duty of $28 a ton on imported 
beams, which is virtually prohibitory.—New York 
Times.

NEWS FROM GERMANY’S CAPITAL. 


Baseless Reports Concerning the Regency 
Question. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE.

BEeRr.tn, Feb. 25.—This week has been noted 
for the extraordinary number of rumors re- 
garding the royal family and for a revival 
of the panicky feeling regarding, Russian 
securities. The rumors concerning the ap- 
proaching regency and of the Emperor’s in- 
tention to visit San Remo were from the 
start manifestly ridiculous. They apparently 
originated in an arrangement made for 
Prince Willigm to rapidly reach the 
Crown Prince’ in case the sick man became 
unexpectedly worse. The foolish rumors re- 
rding the approaching abaication of the 
aiser came probably in part from certain 
blunt questions asked at San Remo concern- 
ing the probabilities of the Crown Princo bo- 
ing again in good health. The prospects are 
that all precautions have been taken to pre- 
vent even a momentary hitch or jarring on 
the throne, the transfer of which may be the 
signal for an attack by Russia. It is not 
thought the Kaiser will abdicate while 
sull able to go to the opera or that 
the Crown Prince wili be asked to sur- 
render his rights until the last extremity. 
It is said that Prince Wiiham sulkiiy re- 
mains away from San Remo because when 
last there he insulted his father by a demand 
for a signature to a cession of throne rights, 
aud then quarreled with his mother over the 
same matter. Anyone knowing the abso- 
lute necessity for having near the aged 
Kaiser somo member of his family able to 
carry out the routine work of Prussia’s 
Executive and somewhat trained against 
the possibility of a double catastrophe will 
appreciate why the Prince remains in Ber- 
un. Any one, moreover, who knows any- 
thing about Prince William’s natural kinu- 
liness of disposition ana strictly enforced 
family rules which insure him the regency 
in the event of the Crown Prince’s perma- 
nent disabiement, will see clearly why the 
Prince could not have quarreled with either 
his father or mother over such a question. 
The drop in Russian stocks has attracted 
almost as mucn attention as these regency 
rumors. The fail comes in spite of the 
growing belief that Germany will cultivate 
trade while the rest of Europe is fightin 
over Turkey. The first marking down o 
values was due to large selling orders from 
Russia, but was continued by the scare 
thus given to small country holders.

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


News from the Far East—Death of a Consul 
— The Yellow River Disaster. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 25.— The steamer 
San Pablo arrived from Hong Kong and Vo- 
kohama this morning. 

China papers announce the death of Gideon 
Nye, United States Vice Consul at Canton. 
He was the oldest foreign resident in China, 
having gone there in 1883. He amassed a 
fortune of about $6,000,000, and afterward 


lost it all. At the time of his death he was 
writing a history of China's relations with 
foreign powers. 

The small-pox continues to spread in Hong 
Kong. About 250 deaths occurred during 
January. 

Few additional details are given of the sec- 
ond disaster on the Yellow River, which oc- 
curred Dec, 4 and resulted in the drowning 
of three mandarins and 4,000 Chinese labor- 
ers. The men were at work at the time re- 
Eee the damage caused by the previous 

oods, and 2,000 bamboo rafts had been laden 
with stones in order to form a breakwater, 
but the rafts, with all the workmen upon 
them, were ingulfed as soon as they reached 
the middle ot the river. Great suffering 
is reported from the flooded dis- 
tricts. Cold weather came on and the 
whole country was soon flooded over, muk- 
ing it impossible for boats to reach the vil- 
lages. In all the large cities huts have been 
erected by the authorities for the accommo- 
dation of the sufferers. Between 30,000 and 
40,000 are being thus housed and fed in 
Chochin Kin. e whole country is a sad 
spectacle, and stories of suffering and desti- 
tution come from every direction. It is esti- 
mated that 20,000 stacks of millet stalks wiil 
be needed to estop the great gap, each stack 
requiring fifty large carts to bring it to the 
spot. So far the utmost exertions have not 
succeeded in collecting more than thirty 
stacks a day. Eight million teels already 
have been expended on renuirs.

MILWAUKEE’S DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
Wife and 


A Homesick German Shoots His 
Kills Himself. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—A 
double tragedy occurred this forenoon at No. 
720 Cedar street, Gustav Winkler shooting 
his wife and then himself. Although the 
neighbors had heard the noise of the shoot- 
ing between 10 and 11 o’clock, they sup- 
posed it was some one splitting wood. The 
continued crying of the chiluren, who were 
locked in the house, finally aroused the sus- 
picions ot the neighbors, and a policeman 
was notified. He forced in the door, and on 
reaching a bedroom discovered Winkler and 
his wife lying side by side dead on the bed. 
Clinging to the mother’s dress was a little 
3-year-old son, beside whom stood his 2-year- 
old brother holding to his father’s coat, while 
in a baby carriage in an adjoining room was 
a 4-months-old infant. All the chil- 
dren were crying as though their hearts 
would break, but none of them were old 
2 to give any details of the tragedy. 
Mrs. Winkler had been shot in the right tem- 
ple, her death probably having been instan- 
tancous. Mr. Winkler was shot in the moutz. 
Between them lay a revolver which had ap- 
parently been dropped from the husband’s 
right hand. The room was in a disordered 
condition, indicating that a scuffie had oc- 
curred between them before we tragedy, 
which is also borne out by the neighbors, 
who say they heard them quarreling during 
the morning. Mr. Winkler had apparentiy 
been sitting on the side of the bed, when he 
drew his wife over on him and then put the 
revolver to her right temple and fired the 
fatul shot, afterwards placing it in his 
own mouth and kiiling himself instantly. 
Wilkler was about 30 years of age and 
his wife about 25 years. They came here 
from Germany nearly two years ago. Wink- 
ler was a grainer by trade, but has not 
worked any during the winter, his uncle, 
Christian Preusser, a leading Milwaukee 
jeweler, providing for the family. Winkler 
and his wife are reported by the neighbors 
to have quarreled frequently, and this morn- 
ing’s dispute was probably the direct cause 
of the tragedy, although Winkler has been 
somewhat demented for some weeks and 
was under the doctor's treatment. He had 
become homesick and Preusser and 
other relatives here had drranged to start 
the family back for Germany Monday, and 
had also subscribed a sufficient amount to 
keep them from wantin the old country. 
The bodies were removed to the morgue this 
evening and Superintendent Whitehead of 
> a Humane Society took charge of the chil- 

ren. 


AN OHIO TRAGEDY. 


A Family Feud Results in the Killing of Two 
Officers of the Law. 

MANSFIELD, O., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—A feua 
of long standing between seven brothers, 
sons of Louis Chesrown Sr. of Mohicanville, 
Ashland County, culminated today in a trag- 
edy resulting in the killing of two officers of 
the law. The father, whoisa wealthy farm- 
er, is an invalid and an imbecile, and has 
been in the custody of his son, Louis Ches- 
rown Jr., who is his guardian, and who, with 
another brother, Peter, have kept close watch 
over the father, whose property is the bone of 
contention among the brothers. Feb. 15,during 
the absence of these two brothers, the other 
five went to their home and forcibl took the 
old man tothe home of John esrown. 
Louis Chesrown then began legal proceed- 
ings to regain possession of his father, and 
a writ of habeas corpus was issued from the 
Probate Courtof Ashland County for that 

yurpose. Armed with this writ Constabie 
Villiam H. Kelly of Jeromeviile went to the 
house of John Chesrown today accompanied 
by a deputy, Jacob Helbert. The five broth- 
ers, John, Ellas. Joseph, Adam, and Wesley 
bad barricaded the house and refused the 
officers admittance, The latter then returned 
to Jeromeville and secured a posse of six- 
teen men and again came back to the 
house and battered down the door. As the 
officers entered the house Elias Chesrown 
leveled a double-barreled shotgun at Con- 
stable Kelly and fired. The load took effect 
in bis abdomen ana he died tonight. Elias 
fired the second barrel at Deputy Jacob Hol- 
bert and he fell dead, shot througn the head. 
Elias escaped to Ashland, where ne gave 
himself up and is now in jail. Sheriff An- 
dress and a posse had in the meantime start- 
ed for Mohicanville and there secured the 
other four brothers as accessories to the 
crime. Elias Chesrown, who did the shoot- 
ing, is about 30 years of age. He graduated 
from Buchtel College, Akron, a few vears 
ago and supplemented his college course by a 
study of civil engineering in New York.

HOW IT IS BING PLAYED BY THE 
GREAT EROPEAN POWERS. 


Scheming to Avet the War Which Is Sure 
to Come—A Pint Scored by Russia—The 
Bulgarian Sitgtion—Serious Discussion 
of the Regeny Question in Berlin— 
Other Interesing News from the Ger- 
man Capital. 

(Copyright, 1888, by ti New York Associated Press.] 

BERLIN, Feb. 25.-The skill of the players 
in the game of dimmacy now proceeding be- 
fore the eyes of Erope make its successive 
developments in he highest degree inter- 
esting; but everbody recognizes the fact 
that tue ultimate issue is war, whatever 
temporary advantge aiplomatic trickery may 
achieve. The Bisnirck-Kalnoky combination 
may soon entrp Russia into a false 
position from Wh only submission, with 
supreme humiliatm, can rescue her unless 
she prefers war with incomplete prepara- 
tions; or the Czar advisers may manage to 
postpone the final:risis until they deem that 
a fitting moment to strike hes come. In 
playing this waitig game Russia ha. scored 
the first success. ?rince Bismarck’s formal 
invitation to the Gor to demand the restitu- 
tion of Russian peponderance in Bulgaria 
concealed beneathts apparent frankness a 
pitfall for Russiandiplomacy. If the Czar 
had interpreted th invitation to mean that 
Russia was free tœestore her status in Bul- 
garia by force a cis would have been pre- 
cipitated and Rusia would have been drawn 
into the fighting ilies’ trap. This has been 
avoided, and protected comedy of 
negotiations willnow precede the tragedy 
of war. There will be much wearisome 
yearning about collective notes, differ- 
ences amongst te Powers, concert of 
the Powers for thideposition of Prince Fer- 
dinand, concessios by Russia, adhesions by 
Austria, and so forth, but amid them all 
the situation wil remain unchanged. The 
Porte may condesend to the mockery of de- 
nouncing Ferdinad if the Powers decide to 
declare that the cder of things in Bulgaria 
is not quite in acordance with the Berlin 
treaty, but th¢ result will be nil. 
Prince Ferdinand vill not succumb till he is 
ousted by force. be Central Powers will 
accept no Russian candidate nor any settle- 
ment the Czar canyropose. Meanwhile Rus- 
sia has taken advajtage of the delay to com- 
plete the negotiatims for a French alliance, 
to extend the mbilwation of her forces 
(which is now wactically progressing), 
and to set in line of battle 
with her imme resources reorgan- 
ed since the jiscovery of the de- 
fects in the transportation and 
commissariat depatments. Regarding the 
Russo-French aliiawe it is reported that the 
treaty advances to conclusion. M. Floquet 
has written a letterto a high St. Petersburg 
official afirming thejesire of the Republican 
majority to obtain a perfect entente vordiale 
with Russia. The ter was shown to the

The War Offices at zerlin and Vienna find 
great obstacles in theway of obtaining ac- 
curate information ngarding the displace- 
ments of the Russian troops. The buik of 
relable advices showunabated internal ac- 
tivity in Russia, direced to the massing of a 
second line of troop: behind the {frontier 
army. ‘Tonight’s Ndional Zeitung supplies

Private ad- 
vices state that the €rown Prince’s bron- 
chial irritation appeats to be complicated 
with tne lung disordg, partly arising from 
pus secretions on thebrorchia, which have 
affected the lungs. Ofgcial opinion in Berlin 
has become utterly déspairing. No weight 
attaches to the bulletins issued by the doc- 
tors in the face of the snown facts. Advices 
received at the palacedo not conceal the crit- 
ical state of the Crown Prince. Prof. Ger- 
hardt has not gone te San Remo. He takes a 
discouraging view of the Crown Prince’s con- 
dition. He is convinced that the malady is 
running its course. Other Berlin medica) ex- 
perts concur in the belief that a fatal termi- 
nation is inevitable within three months 
and probably muon sooner. The Crown 
Prince is depressed ty the news of the sud- 
den death of his nephew, Prince Louis of 
Baden, The Crown Prince and Princess of 
Sweden will ga to the funeral, and after- 
wards will accompany Prince Wiliam of 
Prussia to San Remo. Prince William’s visit 
will have nothing to do with the question of 
the succession. 

The * Germany is growing stronger 
that Prince William ought to display greuter 
interest in his father’s state. The court 
circle knows that the Prince’s anxiety and 
sympathies are intense, but that he has been 
prevented from going to San Remo by state 
exigencies. Aliusions to the regency con- 
tinue to appear, but the papers have not the 
smuliest basis for their statements in any- 
thing that has oceurred officially. Meantime, 
the question is entirely wanting in actuality. 
The Prussian Constitution provides perfectiy 
for all possibilities arising from the death of 
of the Emperor and the concurrent incapaci- 
ty of the Crown Prince to rule. Under Art. 
56 Prince William, as Maj. Agnate, will be- 
come Regent, the Landtag affirming his title. 
A doubt nas arisen as to what would happen 
if the Crown Prince should continue ill and, 
incapable of discharging the functions of 
Emperor when the throne became vacant, re- 
fused to consent toaregency. The dilema 
would undoubtedly be attended with serious 
ofticial trouble, but would end in the Landtag 
supporting Prince Bismarck’s initiative in 
contirming Prince William as Regent. 

The Emperor keeps in vigorous“ health. 
He was deeply touched at the death of his 
grandson. Prince Louis was a great favorit 
of his, and the Emperor cried bitterly when 
ho heard the news of his grandson’s death. 
The court will go into mourning until tne 
14th of March. During the week the Em- 
peror has several times while saluting the 
crowd from his window in the pulace been 
accompanied by the Crown Prince’s three 
sons. Once the whole family, the Princess, 
William, and the aged Empress were seen 
grouped around the Emperor. This made 
the spectators wild with enthusiasm. 

The depreciation in Russian paper rubles 
is absorbing the interest of financial circles. 
They closed today at 168. Many private fam- 
ilies whose whole fortunes are invested in 
Russian securities are in a state of great 
anxiety. The best financial houses view the 
situation with serious misgivings. An arti- 
cle in the Kreuz Zeitung shows that at the end 
of the Turco-Russian War rubie notes were 
quoted at 180, then thought to be an extreme- 
ly low tigure; in October last, when the 
boerse was panicky owing to the Czar aban- 
doning his visit, the quotation stood at 
180.25. At the end of January it had fallen 
to 177, and since that time it has continued 
to decline. Bankers state that the deciine is 
due to the growth of distrust in the Russian 
financiai position, combined with constant 
sales of notes under oraers from St. Peters- 
burg. The failure of the St. Petersburg 
banking firm of Fehleisen helped to accentn- 
ate the decline. 

The Reichstag has approved a bill for the 
purchase by the Gevernment of the cables of 
the German Union Company. The measure, 
which takes effect in January, 1859, includes 
an agreement with the Angio-American Com- 
pany for American traffic.

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Debauching the Jurors and Assailing Per- 
sons Connected with the Prosecution. 


CoLumsus, O., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The 


trial of the tally-sheet forgers, which has so 


far been a series of surprises, culminated to- 
day in a display of sensations the far-reach- 
ing effect of which cannot yet be determined. 
The program in court this morning was to 
have opened with the cross-examination of 
Allen O. Myers by L. L. Mills, the Chicago 
attorney, when it was discovered that one ot 
the jurors, John F. Gantz, was missing. Mr. 
Gantz had been the object of much solicitude 
on the part of the court for several days, as 
it haa become known that he was spending 
much of his time in company with attorneys 
and friends of the defendant. Wednesday 
night last he was in a well-known gambling 
place, conducted by a bosom friend of Mr. 


“Myers, and yesterday he appeared in court 


partially intoxicated, having had a jamboree 
in a low quarter of the city with several wit- 


nesses for the defense. He was severely 
reprimanded by the court, and warned that 
his conduct would resultin punishment for 
contempt unless he desisted. This morning 
he failed to appear at ail, and constables were 
dispatched in search of the missing juror. 
Judge Pugh referred to the suspicious action 
of Mr. Gantz in strong terms and adjourned 
court until Monday. In the meantime the 
city was searched for Gantz, and about 4 
o’clock he was discovered in a disreputable 
house on Seventh street and taken into cus- 
tody. He gave as an excuse for his conduct 
that friends of the defendant had taken him 
out the night previous to see the town, got 
him drunk, and then abandoned him. Mr. 
Gantz was taken to jail and will be arraigned 
for contempt of court Monday morning. 

This afternoon two disgraceful affairs in 
connection with the taily-sheet case occurred 
in the Neil House lobby, and occasioned 
great excitement all over the city. About 5 
o’clock Prosecutor Huling was standing just 
within the door of the hote! conversing with 
another gentleman, when Fred Steube, one 
of the defendants, who, it is charged, secured 
the tallv-sheets from the safe of County- 
Cierk Joyce on that fateful Sunday night, 
approached. Walking up menacingiy to 

uling, he said: 

»Huling, what are you having these fel- 
lows follow me for!“ 

Huling replied: ‘Why, Fred, there is no 
one following you that I know of’’; where- 
upon Steube squared himself and struck Hul- 
ing on the left cheek-bone, knocking him 
down and stunning him considerably. Hul- 
ing being a weakly man and suffering trom 
iliness the last week made no effort to 
counter upon his assailant, and Steube was 
about to begin kicking him brutally when the 
crowd in the lobby interfered and took 
Steube away. Anexamination showed that 
Huling was seriously injured, his cheek- 
bone being crushed in a horrible manner. 
He was removed to his home and his phy- 
sician summoned. This outrageous attack 
upon an officer of the law enraged those 
that witnessed it so that it was with difficulty 
that Steube was taken into custody 
by the police. Feeling ran high and a great 
crowd gathered about the hotel, threatening 
vengeance upon the gang that sought to 
carry matters with a high hand. Steuve was 
hustied off ina patrol-wagon, when a gen- 
teman who is charged with voting over 200 
dead men at a recent election in this city be- 
caine his surety. | 

The excitement following the above event 
had hardly cooled unul another sensational 
episode agaiu claimed the attention of the 
aroused people. Robert B. Montgomery, de- 
fendant now on trial, got into an altercation 
with George Beaton, tormer executive clerk 
of Gov. Foraker, and a regular rough and 
tumble fight occurred. Both are large men, 
but Beaton was walking with a crutch, 
the result of a sprained ankle, and at 
a disadvantage. No one interfered in the 
battle until it became apparent that Beaton 
was besting his man, when the police puta 
stop to the trouble. By this time probably 
2,000 people had gathered about the scene 
and an intense feeling had complete pos- 
session of the crowd. ft was feared at one 
time that some overt act of violence would 
be committed, but caimer counsel prevailed 
and nothing more came of the trouble. To- 
night the city is stirred over the events of 
the day. Never before have the desperate 
methods and means of the gang backing the 
tally-sheet forgers been so apparent. It secms 
that they will stop short of nothing but mur- 
der, and it is a mooted question whether in 
the present inflamed state of public feeling 
that crime is not added to those of forgery, 
conspiracy, and intimidation of witnesses 
for the State. More troubie is certain to fol- 
low, and it need occasion no surprise if a hor- 
ribie tragedy follows the attempts of reputa- 
ble citizens to ferret out the crime of Octo- 
ber, 1885. 

Detective Farrell of Chicago, who has been 
at work on the tally-sheet case for several 
months, is one of the marked men, and 
threats have been made against his life. To- 
night he is a walking arsenal; ready for all 
comers. : 


DASHED INTO A FREIGHT-TRAIN. 


One Man Killed and Eighteen Persons In- 
jured on the Union Pacific. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 3.— [Special. —A 
frightful accident happened on the Union 
1 acific Road this morning between 2 and 3 
o' clock at Colton, a small way-station near 
Sidney. The “Overland Flyer“ coming 
east and due here at 2:55 o’clock 
this afternoon struck a freight-car 
loaded with naphtha, which instantly 
ignited and burned not only eight cars of the 
freight-train, but entirely consumed the bag- 
gage, first-class day coach, two Pullmans, 
and an emigrant sleeper that comprised the 
passenger-train. The engineer, Michael 
Powell, was killed, and eighteen people were 
injured. General Superintendent E. Dickin- 
son, who was on the ill-fated train at the 
time, telegraphed the particulars and a 
list of the injured at headquarters. A special 
freight-train, loaded principally with oil and 
groceries, was going westward and received 
orders to side-track at Colton to let the 
„Flyer“ pass. When the freight arrived at 
the east end of the switch it had just ten 
minutes to get onto the side-track, but 
from some unexplained reason was slow 
about moving, and when the passenger came 
along had not cleared the main track by two 
cars and the caboose, As a result the pas- 
senger engine struck the second car from 
the caboose squarely in the side and literally 
crushed it into splinters. -The engine also 
sustained heavy damages and rolied down an 
embankment into the gutter. Engineer 
Powell was — underneath the cab and 
horribly mangled. 

As the wrecked car was loaded with oil it 
caught fire very quickly, and the flames 
spread so ra mt and gave out such an in- 
tense heat that it was almost impossible to 
save anything. The passengers, however, 
managed to get most of their effects out.

MR. LOUBAT’S THREATS AGAINST THE

He Is Coming Back to Fight His Conspiracy

Loxbox, Feb. 25.—A New York clubman 
who arrived here yesterday from Paris said 
he had a long talk with J. F. Loubat, and

make matters interesting. Loubat's threats 
of a conspiracy suit are not idle talk. He re- 
ceived a letter from New York this weck 
notifying him that the Union Club did not 
intend to appeal to the Court of Appeals on 
the decision of the General Term, which de- 
clared that the resolution expelling him from 
the club was illegal. Loubat has never been 
near the club since the resolution expelling 
him was adopted, and never means to go 
there again, but he is going to demand that 
the resolution be expunged from the books 
of the club. Hehas spent a good deal of 
time and money this winter in gathering 
what he considers exceedingly useful infor- 
mation about the gentlemen who are hostile 
to him in the litigation with the club. Before 
he sailed from New York Loubat 
went to San Francisco and gleaned some 
points which will implicate several people 
there. It is an open secret that Loubat was 
much disappointed because August Belmont 

did not stand by him more closely in the 

fight with the club. Belmont had been a 

warm friend of Loubat’s father. When 

Loubat got back to New York from San 


Francisco he engaged Ben Butler as one of 


his counsel in the case. He wished to secure 
a trial of the suit for conspiracy, 
and Butler got a handsome retainer in 
the case. The other counsel was ex-Judge 
Arnoux, who arrived here last week from 
New York and will havea consultation with 
his rich and revengeful client in Paris next 
week. A few days ago a friend of Loubat 
called on August Belmont in New York and 
told him that Loubat had been industrious! 
pawing over past records, which had muc 
better be consigned to eternal oblivion, and 
suggested that the best thing for all parties 
concerned was for the Union Club to expunge 
the resolution expelling Loubat from its 
records. In this opinion Mr. Belmont heartily 
concurred. Loubat has Lad the assistance of 
some influential people in Sweden, who have 
a somewhat personal interest in the case, for 
it was while entertaining Swedish royalty at 
the Union Club that Loubat got into his first 
squabble with the Governing Committee, 
Loubat’s present intention is to sail for New 
York next Noveniber and push the conspir- 
acy suit with all possible vigor, but he rm 
change his plans aftera consultation wit 
Arnoux. At any rate, if the suit goes into 
court there will be revelations which will 
make the sensational developments of the 
original trial five years ago appear tame.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT IT 
COMING TO LIGHT. 


The Document Said to Have Been Written 
and Seen by Many Leading Politicians 
Some Time in Advance of Its Publica- 
tien, and Mr, Blaine Was Urged to 
Withdraw i1t—What Is Believed to Be 
the Real Reason Why the Letter Was 
Promulgated. | 

Atzany, N. V., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—Sey- 
eral weeks before Mr. Blaine’s letter declin- 
ing to allow his name to be presented to the 
Republican National Convention was pub- 
lished in the newspapers the fact of its exist- 
ence was known to the leading Republican 
politicians of this State. The date of the let- 
ter as printed is Jan. 25, and the piace of 
writing is given as Florence. The letter was 
written some time before Jan. 25. It was 
known by many leading Republicans and 
discussed in January, which would not have 
been possible if the letter had not been 
written earlier than Jan. 25, as the distance 
by mail from Florence is more than six days, 
and, even if the letter had been cabled over, 
the knowledge of it could not have become as 
widespread within six days as it was. It is 
doubtful whether the letter was written in 
Florence at all, and there is no lack of cer- 
tain proof that the letter was seen by many 
Republican leaders before it was printed, 
and that it wouid not have been printed if 
the wishes of many of Mr. Blaine's friends 
had been heeded by him. 

The story of the letter has come from sev- 
eral sources which coincide on the material 
points, though varying in detail. Mr. Biaine 
decided last year not to be a candidate before 
the convention unless the fall elections 
should give promise of a decided Republican 
victary. Notwithstanding all the encour- 
ulletins that have been sent out about 
him, his health is not good and he and his 
wife are worried about it. On Mrs. Blaine 
more than on her husband has fallen the 
pain of the assaults against his character 
and political methods. She does not want 
him to beacandidate again, and she has 
earnestly entreated him to that effect After 
the elections were held Mr. Blaine came to 
the conclusion that the Presidential battle 
would be hard fought, and that the strain 
would be more than he could bear. He 

ielded to his wife’s desires and wrote the 
etter of declination and withdrawal that 
was published two weeks ago. 

This letter was put in charge of his friends 
to be published, and one story goes that it 
was to have been published as soon as the 
results of the election were made known and 
before Congress assembled. A large part of 
his friends, when the fact of the letter be- 
came known to them, protested against its 
publication as being injurious to the 
and unwarranted. They wanted Mr. Blaine 
to stay in the field and to accept the nomina- 
tion, which they believed was sure to come 
to him. By their request the letter was with- 
held for the time being; then Congress con- 
vened and the President sent in his annual 
message, and drew the issue of a revenue 
reform and a lower tariff in opposition to the 
protection-tariff doctrines. Mr. Blaine at 
once met the President on this issue in his 
cabled interview, and his friends hoped that 
the ietter would be withdrawn. Its with- 
drawal was urged by leading Republicans in 
Congress and in New York City. 


So strong were these efforts that at one. 


time it was reported that the letter had been 
withdrawn. The news of it was becoming 
more and more spread. It had either to be 
withdrawn or given to the public in an un- 
authorized way. Mr. Blaine decided by 
cabling to have the letter published. There 
are many interesting things in connection 
with this letter, and they are just beginning 
to be made known, and one of these facts 18 
that the letter is much older than its date. 


TRUSTS IN ALL TRADES, 


What Is Being Disclosed by the Senate 
Investigating Committee. 

New York, Feb. 25.—The trust. investiga- 
tion was resumed today. Elihu Root an- 
nounced that the Standard Oil Company’s 
people could not possibly attend today’s ses- 
sion, unless, indeed, they could appear dur- 
ing the afternoon. Later Mr. Rockefeller 
came in, but he was excused until Monday. 

J. O. Preble, a trustee of the Envelope 
Trust, known as the Standard Envelope 
Company, said that nine companies form a 
part of the concern. Each firm pays 20 cents 
to the Standard Company for every 1,000 en- 
velopes sold. The market price per 1,000 is 
$1.05. The company now controls in the 
neighborhood of one-half of the envelopes 
made in this country. They have made as 
many as 120,000,000 and 140,000,000a month, 
which increases the treasury account by 


about $24,000 and $28,000amonth. Of this 


sum about half goes toward bringing in oth- 
er concerns and other expenses. The other 
half is equally divided, or, rather, returned 
tothe different firms. 

Franklin Woodruff of the Empire Storage 
Company showed that a storage trust has 
been established by which it was intended to 
control virtually the storage business in 
Brooklyn. There are nine companies in this 
combination. Noneof them belong to New 
York, however. 

The committee are in daily receipt, they say, 
of reports of innumerable kinds of trusts, the 
latest of which appears to be in the glass and 
watch trade. 


BLAINE’S FAMOUS LETTER. 


Charles Francis Adams Heard by the Senate 
3 Committee. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Feb. B.— The Senate 
Special Committee, to which the report pre- 
pared by the Pacific Railroad Commission 
was referred, gave a hearing today on that 
branch of the subject relating especially to 
the affairs of the Union Pacific Company. 


Among those present were Charles Francis 


Adams, President of the Union Pacific; Mr. 
Storey, its attorney; and Gen. Johnston, 
Commissioner of Railroads. 

Mr. Adams addressed the commission. He 
had what he termed equities of the compa- 
ny’s case; expressed its willingness to meet 
its obligations if tne burden was so adjusted 


that it would not deprive the property of 


those returns which were necessary to every 
well-managed property; and declared his 
readiness to advise his E to accept the 
settlement proposed in the Outhwaite bill. 
with such modifications as he had already 
submitted to the House committee. There 
was a general impression, which had been 
repeatedly stated in the papers, that 
the Union Pacific’s additional security 
amounts to noching—that it was all 
mortgaged. This was erroneous, and no per- 
son who would examine the property would 
indorse the statement. In orderto show 
how gross was the error he would state a 
single proposition. Sofarasthe Union Pa- 


cific was concerned its terminal grounds in 


the three cities—Omaha, Kansas City, and 
Denver—would, before the loan matured, be 
worth twice their present value, which was 
fully $15,000,000, and, before the fifty-year 
extension period, which was now under dis- 
cussion, had passed, he did not hesitate to 
say these terminal grounds would be worth 
more than the entire debt of the road. 

Woodfield Storey, counsel for the Union 
Pacific, followed President Adams with a 
brief history of previous legislation relating 
to the Pacific railroads and pointed out its 
defects. Hesaid the additional securities 
offered to the Government by the Union Pa- 
cific in the event of an extension of its debt 
were valued at about $60,000,000 


UNDERGROUND EXPLOSIONS. 
Manhole 


Two Men Badly Burned and 
Covers Blown to Pieces. 
BurraLo, N. V., Feb. 25.——[Special. |— What 
is possibly a new source of danger was de- 
veloped this morning by the explosion of gas 
of some nature in the underground conduits 
of the Buffalo Bell Telephone Company. It 
was about 10:30 that two loud explosions 
were heard in the vicinity of the post-office, 
greatly startling the people in the vicinity. 
The cover of the manhole over the conduit 
opposit the Coal & Iron Exchange was blown 
into the air fifty feet, falling to the ground 
in pieces about a foot in size. This was im- 
mediately followed by another opposit the 
Stafford House, with the same result. Two 
men, who were r in the man- 
hole opposit Powell & Plimpton's store 
on Washington street, where the ex- 
plosion started, were badly burned. Their 
names are William G. Wood and Fred Zott, 
both from Chicago, who are working for the 
Western Electric Company. They were 
taken into Powell & Plimpton’s store, where 
their wounds were dressed, and they were 
then removed to the General Hospital. The 
men presented a pitiable sight—their beards 
and hair were singed and the skin on their 
faces and hands terribly burned. The ex- 
plosion shook buildings for blocks around, 
and many windows were shattered. Wires 
in the conduits were shivered. Zottand Wood 
were just lighting a fire when the explosion 
occurred, hether sewer gas, natural gas,

CLEVELAND WILL MAKE HIS RACE ON 


HIS MESSAGE.

He Has Demonstrated that He Runs the 
Democratic Machine—The Chicago Del- 
egation Back from Washington—Views 
of the Members—Cleveland’s Wishes as 
to a Nominee for the Vice-Presidency 
to Be Considered—The Republican Na- 


tional Convention. 
„love Clevelana!”’ exclaimed Melville W. 


Fuller yesterday, in explaining the determi- 
nation of the President to make the canvass 
on a platform based on his tariff message. 
Mr. Fuller had just resumed work after his 


trip to Washington, where his eloquence 
failed to convince the National Committee 
that the convention should be held in Chi- 
cago; and while regretting that the local 
committee of which he was a member had 
not accomplished its object he was satisfied 
that the Administration had won a decisive 
victory in fixing the date so that the nomi- 
nations could be made ahead of the 
Republicans. Not only this, but it 1s 
authoritatively stated that Cleveland 
is going to force the fighting on the 
tariff issue. He is not going to wait for Con- 
gress, and, knowing this, Boss Gorman 
wanted a late convention. Barnum also fa- 
vored a late convention, and W. L. Scott of 
Erie, representing the President, an early 
one. With these three men controlling the 
committee, and Gorman and Barnum being 
protectionists, the wonder is that Scott 
forced the committee to change the date. He 
did, however, and not only this, but he dem- 
onstrated conclusively that Cleveland is run- 
ning the party machinery. It was his 
friends who elected Steinway as National 
Committeeman from New York, and that 

ntleman voted with the Administration 

action on all questions. Had Scott 

held out and abandoned his early 
convention project, it is believed 
that Chicago would have had the convention; 
but the paramount consideration in the con- 
test was the President’s desire to ignore 
Congress and make the race on his own 
tariff mes This, undoubtedly, is his 
policy, and if Congress passes a tariff bill to 
conform to his views he will be all the more 
gratified. 

Another important outcome of the strug- 
gle for the convention is the virtual retire- 
ment of Gen. John C. Black as a candidate 
for Vice-President. His special pleader, 
McDonald, did more to give the convention 
to St. Louis than any other influence, and, 
while this may be a Black bid for the 
Southern delegates, the Commissioner of 
Pensions has removed any chance he may 
have had for getting the delegation from 
Illinois. 

Secretary Vilasis not a candidate for the

In the course of an explanation of the as- 
sociation’s plans for the al season—next 
summer—one of the lady managers said: 

„There will be accommodations for fifty 
children ata time. We have decided that a 
vacation of two weeks 1s the shortest that 
will bring about a satisfactory change in the 
nealth of a sickly child. One week would be 
simply tantalizing to a child the dream of 
whose hfe has been avisit to the country. 
Tnerefore we have decided to take out fifty 
boys, say, June 1, keep them there two weeks, 
and the day we return them to the city we 
will take back fifty girls; and so on, ng 
boys and girls alternately throughout the 
season. In case the buildings are completed 
and finished by June 1 the sanitarium will 
be open four months, and the association will 
be able to provide fresh air for 400 children. 

All the committee have not been formed 
yet. Perhaps the most important one is the 
Selection Committee, whose duty it will be to 
select those children who are most deserv- 
ing and most in need of the advan pro- 
vided by the association. After the first 
fiftv have been taken to the lake the commit- 
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tee will have two weeks in which to pick out 


from the candidates those whose cases are 
the most urgent. The Northwestern Railroad 
will run a special car to the sanitarium on 
each alternate Wednesday morning. This 
will carry back to the city the fifty whose 
vacation has expired, and in the arternoon 
will return with the new contingent whom 
thé Selection Committee will have sent 
to the depot. The association is 
fortunate in having induced Mrs. J. M. Flow- 
er to accept the Chairmanship of the Selec- 
tion Committee. She hasa wide acquaint- 
ance among the class of children in whose 
interest the association has been formed, 
and is a lady whose judgment can always be 
relied on. It is probable that she and her as- 
sociates will be empowered to depart from 
the general rule in special cases. For in- 
stance, if they discover a destitute and sick- 
ly mother with a young child living in an ill- 
ventilated, badly-drained tenement, suffering

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PLAN OF SECOND STORY. 


Special care has been taken to have the 
second story as light and airy as possible, as it 
will serve as a dormitory. The rooms will be so 
arranged, with a broad hall running through 
the building from front to rear, that the ven- 
tilation will be excellent. The children will 
be cared for bya matron anda sufficient 
number of assistants. A separate hospital 
building of two rooms will be in charge of a

Some objection was at first made that the 
location of the sanitarium was tov far from 
Chi It is now pretty generally admitted 
that this is one of its greutest charms. It is 
far enough so that the place is free from the 
rough characters that fiock to the parks and 
suburban reso and is near enough to be 
reached in a few hours by rail. 

The funds of the association are raised en- 
tirely by private subscription. The North- 
western Railway Company has been 5 
in making the extremely low rate of 40 cents 
a trip—the distance is seventy miles—for the 
children and employés of the association. 

% Within five days after the association 
was organized,” said Mr. Ayer, ‘$10,000 in 
cash had been subscribed. Certificates of 
stock are issued to members of the associa- 
tion, the shares being quoted at $100 each. 
The shares are non-transferable except to 
the association. The land cost $3,500 and 
has been paid for. The buildings have 
been con for, and will cost 
complete $7,000. It will cost about 
$2,000 to furnish them and something 
like $2,500 or $3,000 to pay the running ex- 
penses for the season. The ter part of 
the sum total has been rai but there is 
still a considerable deficiency, We hope to 
be able to raise this by the time the season 
opens. 

The main expense of the project bas been 
borne by the summer residents of Lake 
Geneva. Now, it being Chicago’s children 
who are to receive all the benefit, it is sug- 
gested that Chicago people generally should 
contribute something—anything 
cents to $1,000. 

Tun Trisuxe will receive subscriptions 
from those willing to aid this meritorious 
enterprise.

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WOMAN WHEN SHE SLEEPS 


A DISPOSITION TO ASSUME TENSE 
AND WEARYING ATTITUDES. 
Unconscious and Unnecessary Expenditure 
of Force by the Body When It Should 
Be Resting—A Female Is Always Ready 
to Jump in Case of an Earthquake ora 
Mouse—The Need of Relaxation—Train- 

ing the Faculties to That End. 

While sleep is the most refreshing exercise 
of the body, and night nature’s season of re- 
pair, itis most usual to hear complaints of 
fatigue on waking. 

„Jam as tired as if I hadn’t been asleep.“ 

„J feel as if I had been tramping, dancing, 
or beating carpets all night,” as the proba- 
bilities suggest. 

This is because of the unconscious and un- 
necessary expenditure of force by the body 
curing sleep. In this nervous, business- 
driven age the body is rarely in a relaxed 
and normal conaition while we are sleeping. 
The affairs of the day are carried into dream- 
land, if not with their own harassing details, 
then with these transformed and translated 
into equally worrying cares. 

Dreams, starting, snorting, jumping, are 
not the only or the most significant evi- 
dences of bodily activity, of this con- 
tinued state of nervous tension. The most 
noiseless, quiet sleeper rarely lies in a per- 
fectiy relaxed state, bod and limbs at ease. 
With an egotism that seems to be instinctive, 
most people endeavor to look out for them- 
selves in sleep. They do not trust to the soft 
and willing support of the bed; they cling to 
it asif some sudden and malicious spring 
might toss them out upon the floor. They 
hold their heads downon the pillows as if 
the feathers might rise up and bounce them 


off. Or, and this is more common, they 


stiffen the muscles of the neck and hold their 
own heads as if the pillow could not be 
trusted for support. 


They clutch the bedclothes and cling with 


tightened grip. They brace their feet against 
the bed-rail, or, by dexterous twisting, use 
themselves as a point d’appui. They draw 
up as for a leap; they crouch as for a spring; 
they tie themselves into knots, clasp their 
knees in desperation, clinch their hands, and 


writhe, wriggle, and swim over the area of 
the bed. They set their jaws, grit their teeth, 
bury their heads. In brief, nerves and mus- 
cles are kept in such a state of unreasonable 
tension that waking becomes reiaxation to 
overcome the fatigues of the night. 

Women suffer especially from this inabil- 
ity to find refreshment in sleep. They rise 
to undertake the routine of the day, but only 
as if it had never been laid down, but with a 
— of weariness greater than they took to 


No one, perhaps, has a clear idea of 
absolutely what antics one performs in 
sleep, although drearily conscious of 
the effect on waking. But almost 
every one has some attitude essential 
to going tosleep. One would think that 
these, one may call them elective positions, 
would be of the easiest, if not the most grace- 
as not been trained 
as considerately as the children of a woman 
whom the writer once knew, who were 
taught to goto — iu graceful positions, 
as the mother naively remarked, ‘‘in case 
of fire.” On the contrary, the attitudes nec- 
essary to sleep, after long and minute inquiry 
among a large number of people, are found 
3 unnatural, ungainiy, distorted, 
painful. 

Certain gracious ones of the sex have 
kindly consentei to illustrate their chosen 
attitudes for repose. These, which have been 
reproduced without prejudice or favor, cer- 
tainly bear out the above statements. They 
are varied and interesting. No.1 represents 
the prize-fighting attitude in which the 
sleeper invariably finds herseif when she 
wakens, however many times during the 
night, and no matter how peacefully she has 
composed herself for slumber. 

If any number of readers undertake to dis- 
cover their own peculiar habits of sleep tney 
will doubtless be found as individual and un- 
comfortable. It is safe to say that this state 
of intense nervous and muscuiar tension is 
never relaxed during the night, even though 
the position be changed. The only exception 
is after excessive bodily fatigue. The body 
then suspends all effort, and lies such a dead 
heavy weight that it seems the bed must 
ache to sustain it. Sleep at last performs 
its gracious mission; and morning brings

sufferers from insomnia know well the value 
of fatigue. There are city men who have 
tramped from the Battery to the park after 
midnight to earn an hour of such coveted

But this unabated state of tension rarely 
brings about this excess of desperation. 
With most people., as with malaria, one 
merely prolongs an unsatisfied existence. It 
makes women perhaps nervous and irritable. 
At breakfast hasty judgment might pro- 
nounce them cross. It makes one over-crit- 
ical of toast a trifle too brown, and of the 
texture of the coffee—a fineness and nicety 
of judgment that disappears with the duties 
of the day. ; 
Butthe remedy. Is there no way to get 
unwound? No chance to let go of ourselves 
and trust toan ever-watching Providence for 
our bones and to the bed for our bodies? 
There are remedies for insomnia and pro- 
fessors of insomnia. But this is nct a matter 
for these. It is rather the result of a habit 
of mind in the waking hours which we never 
intermit and which finds its reflex in the 
movements of the 
How much superfluous energy we expend 
in the performance of the most trifling act. 
Writing, for example, requires very little 
muscular exertion, but the pen is pinched un- 
til the fingers ache, and the muscles at the 
back of the head areas tired as the fingers. 
The seamstress sews with her back as surely 
as with her fingers. fhe school-teacher rubs 
off the blackboara with one hand and mimics 
the movement with the other. Nine people 
out of ten cut with their mouths 
when holding the scissors. A woman 
with her ands in her muff clasps 
them with a grip that fatigues her and makes 
them ache. ven in idle conversation 
ple wiggle their fingers and wag their feet 
as an accompauiment to their tongues. A 
prominent divine once could not preach with- 
out jingling the keys in his trousers pocket. 
Few people can sit in an easy chair without 
clinging to the arms. Observe the passen- 
gers in a street-car. They stiffen the mus- 
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cles of the neck and hold on to their heads 
with grim earnestness as if a sudden 
might loose them, and in the confusion 


might at least be stored up for anemergency, 
and mind and body kept in @ more equabie 
and wholesome condition. We n not re- 
fer here, for the matter is too serious, to the 
unnatural and ungraceful mien which this 
desperate intensity cultivates. Nor must it 
be com with nor viewed in the same 
light as the animauon and gesticulation of 
the Southern races that are attractive and 
purely superficial. 

It is this habit of nervous exaggeration, so 
tyrannical and merciless to the muscles, that 
we take to bed with us, and that plays such 
mischief with divine sleep. 

How to conguer it! Plainly it is with the 
working hours we must begin. In Boston, 
where the supreme ego gets a completer de- 
velopment than within sound of the echo of 
the roar of Broadway, there has arisen the 
science of devitalization that is directed to 
this end. Devitalization in its highest sense, 
to speak in the language of its disciples, 
is the spiritual side of physical culture. Its 
grees principle is embodied completely and 

riefly in these words: Mind active, body 
passive.”” Its methods are based on the 
union of the imagination with certain exer- 
cises of the body, The immediate physical 
result is the setting up of perfect independ- 
ence among the various movements of the 
different members of the body—in detaching 
them, so to speak, from one another. 

An instance familiar to every one is the 
fourth finger of the hand, which every player 
on the pianoforte knows is unable to perform 
its duty alone or to keep still while the other 
fingers are employed without having had spe- 
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cial training. This fourth finger represents 
in a way every member, muscie, and nerve 
of the body. Devitalization comes in to 
break up this independence, and to render 
indifferent and allow a state of rest to every 
part of the body not called into action. 

The promoter of this science in Boston is 
Miss Call, who has in a measure introduced it 
here. It is based primarily on the Delsarte 
system of producing graceful movements in 
the interest of the stage, which has several 
well-known exponents here. On this Miss 
Call has a system of her own, directed, as has 
been said, not so much toward grace of body, 
except as it comes incidentally from the 
movements, but toward economy of nerve 
and muscular force, precision of action, and 
consequent repose of soul. 

Our interest, which is chiefly personal and 
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| selfish, does not go with Miss Cali into the 


transcendental regions whither she carries 
it, as witness an article published by her 
some time ago on The Regeneration of the 
Body in the New Jerusalem Magazine, one of 
the organs of the Swedenborgians. But her 
more practical teachings and exercises, when 
not carried so far as to run into self-con- 


sciousness, or carried far enough to leave 
self-consciousness in the background, should 
be studied. 

Some idea of these, gained through her 
pupils, is full of suggestion. Save your 
strength that the soul may act, she says. 
Know first exactly what you want to do and 
do it without extra strength to yourself and 
annoyance to others. No matter how small 
you are conceive of yourself as colossal 
You are the Goddess of Liberty and must 
walk about with dignity of movement and re- 
oe fag bearings This will react upon the 
mind. ; 

Your head won't fall off. It can’t fall off. 
Spare, then, those muscles of the neck which 
you stiffen to keep your head in place, and 
give rest to those delicate nerve centres 
which cluster there. 

As was said, in this system of devitalizing 
- decomposing, the Delsartians call it, a more 
unpleasantly suggestive word—the imagina- 
tion piays a large part. The exercises begin 
with the head. This is conceived as a ball 
on a post, and is rolled from right to left and 
left to right, for all movements are reversed. 
This is to be done without any effort. Let 
the head roll off if it will; who wouldn’t for 
a while like to be relieved of her head? In 
this manner the head is unlimbered, as it 
were, and if one is enthusiastic the jaw is 
rendered independent in its fashion and 
dropped in a way that at once interprets the 
word devitalizing.”’ 

Conceive next of the arm asa sandbag, a 
dead weight, which is to be raised and 
lowered like a jumping-jack by a string in- 
side of the body extending to the waist lies, 
where is the centre of action. Then follows 
a series of movements, up, down, rotary, un- 
limbering the arms, setting, free elbow, 
wrist, fingers, and joints. The sandbag is 
— — at once and in sections, but always 
without effort or tension. This is not easy, 
but comes by practice, and is always attended 
by the imagination insisting on the sand- 
bag and its dead weight. 

he legs are pendulums swung from the 
same centre of movement about the waist 
line, and they have their series of exercises, 
setting free each joint, even to those of each 
toe, which is to become so independent that, 
if possible, it might walk off by itself, or join 
in & go-as-you-please match at the Madison

his 1s the merest suggestion of the sci- 
ence of devitalization. Delsarte gives 3,000 
motions to the eye. Miss Cail carries her 


movements to the remotest parts of the body, 
and even trains the eyelids to hold their own. 
The results of these exercises are, first, the 
calling into activity all the muscles of the 
omen many of which are comparatively un- 
used; second, rendering them perfectly in- 
dependent of one another; third, making 
them immediately responsive to the call from 
the nerves; and, lastly and chiefly. rendering 
them indifferent to anything but their own 
business. In this lies the great saving to 
the vitality, and that is what we are after. 
Now, how does all this tend to better ana 
more restful sleep? In the first place by hav- 
ing trained the nerves and muscles to keep 
still when they are not wanted. Surrender 
of ourself. Lay your burden down. God 
will take care of yet, the bed will hold you, 
say the disciples of devitaiization. But if 
the mind and body are not brought to this 
perfect state of obedience, the various exer- 
cises in devitalizing are gone through, begin- 
ning with the head. The different members 
are unlimbered, detached, These exercises 
should be done seriously. They are, in fact, 


awfully funny. 

Then getinto bed, and, sitting uprigh 
conceive of the backbone as a strand o 
beads held upright. Then let yourself down 
slowiy, without tension, bead by bead, until 
the unlimbered head falls back inert on the 
pillow. Lie in that position, on the back, the 
arms heiplesiy lying on the bed, at the 
sides, — member divested of all responsi- 
bility, which has been assumed by the bed. 

If necessary, do this several times, and lie 
on the back if ible. Ifthisis not pos- 
sible, at least begin in this way and after- 
ward turn over on to the side preferred. 

Such is the Boston recipe for wholesome, 
restful slumber. It is worth trying.

THERE Is EVEN A COFFIN TRUST. 


A Monopoly Just as Dictatorial as Any of 
the Trusts. 

“The methods of the sugar trust are hard- 
ly more oppressive and dictatorial than are 
the methods of the coffin pool,” said a well- 
known undertaker. ‘This combine is one of 
the oldest of all the commercial rings. It 
was formed about eight years ago. All the 
large manufacturers of coffins and of coffin 
furniture in the country belong to the trust. 
In strength it will compare with any of the 
trusts. It controls absolute the manufacture 
and the sale of coffins.”’ 

How does it operate in this city?“ 

“The same as elsewhere, It refuses to 
sell a coffin or a pound of material to an un- 
dertsker who does not belong to the local 
organization. Suppose a man wishes to go 
into the business. He must join the local 
association, which is simply an offshoot from 
the manufacturers’ pool, before he can buy a 
stock of goods. No manufacturer would sell 
him if he offered ten times the list prices. If 
man tries to manufacture his caskets he 
finds it impossible. He can’t buy the neces- 
There is one undertaker in 
town who does not belong to the local organ- 
ization—only one. He has made a plucky 
fight against the pool and succeeded thus 
far in manufacturing his own caskets. A 
while ago, to test the extent of the 
boycott under which he was placed, he wrote 
to a dozen manufacturers in different States 
offering them orders. In every case he re- 
ceived polite replies declining to sell him 
goods. 

Are there no revolts?” 

“Rebellion is useless. What can under- 
takers do against the combined power of the 
manufacturers? They have to submit to 
their dictation or quit the business.“ 

„How much does the pool keep up the 
price of coffins?” 

in common caskets it forces the price up 
at least 100 percent. Thereis one casket 
that costs the manufacturer about §20. It 
is sold to the trade for $100, and to 
the final buyer for $150. Another style 
in black is sold by undertakers at #200. A 
fair price for it would be $75. There is an 
elegant white broadcloth casket which costs 
the trade $235 and the family $300. It could 
be duplicated for $100. The cheapest hard- 
wood broadcloth-covered casket is $75 to the 
undertaker and $125 to the buyer. A fair 
price would be $59. The manufacturer’s 
price of the most expensive hardwood coffin 
—and it is made of cedar which is simply 
glued together—is $325, and the undertaker’s 
1s $400 and more. It ought tobe sold for $150. 
The cheapest metallic casket 1s listed at $125, 
and the retail price dictated at 8175. It isn’t 
worth over $10U. The dearest metallic casket 
a sold at $325, and $150 should be enough

HOW ARTIFICIAL EYES ARE MADE 


A Secret Art—Talk with a Manufacturer of 
This City. 

The manufacture of artificial human eyes is 
one the most secret of arts. It is carried on 
behind strongly bolted doors through which 
outsiders are never allowed to enter. There 
are no books upon the subject. The skilled 
artisans are averse to instructing pupils other 
than their own relatives. Few exceptions 
are made. In France, which 1s the real home 
of the manufacture, the custom is to band the 
secret down from father to son. Not over 100 
persons in the world are engaged in the 
manufacture. Three of these are in this 
country, and one is located in Chicago. 
Seated in his little office on Clark street yes- 
terday, he unlocked case after case of eyes, 
in every shade, that looked strikingly human. 


What do glass eyes cost!” inquired a vis- 


itor. 

„There are no such things. Artificial 
human eyes are made not of glass but of 
crystal.“ The process of making is a tedious 
one, requiring — patience. They are not 
molded. It is kept a secret for tradition’s 
sake, but no doubt human ingenuity could 
find a way to probe it were there sufficient 
incentive. Butthe sales of artificial eyes in 
this country do not much exceed $25,000 a 
year, and the margin of profit to the manu- 
facturer is not large enough to inspire others 
to attempt to learn the art. Artificial eyes 
cost $10 and $15—the latter price when they 
are made to order.“ 

“There is just as much difference,“ he 
continued, between au eye made to order 
and a stock eye, as we call it, as there is 
between a coat made to measure and 
one bought in a  clothing-house. The 
eye must be fitted. I supply the territory 
west of Pittsburg, and often patients visit 
me from a distance of several hundred miles. 
I make several eves. One of them proves a 
tit; the rest I sell to opticians, and they carry 
them in their stock.“ | 

„How many people wear glass eves?”’ 

“Tn Chi there are over 1,000—probably 
near 1,300. In the population of the country 
about one person in has lostaneye. But 
all do not wear artificial eyes. Re on. 
now among the best oculists is to rm en- 
tirely the diseased eye, leaving the muscles, 
which form a cushion for the arti- 
ficial orb to rest upon. It 
moves well with the sound eye. There are a 
number of people, several laaies among them, 
in this city who wear artificial eyes well 
you could not tell the counterfeit.” 

„ You wouldn't think that such a weit 

canny thing as a case of artificial eyes 

tempt a burglar. My entire stock was stolen 
once. The thiefis doing time for it. Nor 
that they would answer as collateral. A man 
and wife in this city each wore an artificial 
eye. They had a quarrel; the husband went 
out, got drunk, returned, thumped his wife, 
and stole her eye. and, so that she shouldn't 
get it again, ‘soaked’ it at a pawnbroker’s.”’

But about her rejected suitor, 
Prince Philippe de Bourbon? O, he is ina 
bad way. Were he in France he would be 
clapped into jail in ajiffy. As he is not here 
a heavy sentence has been recorded against 
him by default.

Another million- 
aire widow of a winemuker in the South of 
France accepted him under the same hope- 
less conditions. Miss Mackay refused him 
outright, because, as she frankly said, she 
did not lovehim.

Noticing that the 
priest was much in need of money for church 
works, he proposed to him to get up a bazaar 
and lottery to raise it. This the priest agreed 
to. Then the Prince went to a jeweler and 
got him to pick out a lot of his most valuable 
gems and take them to the priest, to be sold 
at the bazaar. The r priest took them, 
but only on being told that Prince Philippe 
was sure to buy them at double their cost. 
Sure enough, the Prince came along and ad- 
mired the jewels. Ah.“ said the priest, 
“if only your Koyai Highness would con- 
descend to purchase them! 

“IT wouldn’t mind doing so,“ replied the 
Prince, “although 1 don’t want tnem; but I 
would do it just to help you along, only, to 
tell the truth, I doa’t believe I've got enough 
ready money about me to pay for them.”’ 

„O, that will not matter,” exclaimed the 
priest. ‘“*Your Royal Highness need only 
give me your word to pay. The promise ofa 
son of St. Louis is as good as gold.“ 

So Prince Philippe dumped the jewels into 
his pocket. The jeweler had asked the priest 
6,000 frances for them. The priest thought he 
was making a big bargain in asking the 
Prince 12,000 francs for them. But the Prince 
demurred. ‘* They are worth more than 
that, he said. So he wrote outa draft for 
15,000 francs, signed it with a flourish 
„Philippe de Bourbon,“ and handed it to 
the delighted priest. The priest at once 
rushed to the church and began offering 
prayers of thanksgiving for the royal 
bounty. At the same time the Prince 
went to the priest’s house, where he had 
been a guest, pocketed some silver candle- 
sticks, spoons, etc., and slipped out again 
and took to the mountains. He was 
never seen there again, and three days 
later the priest found that the draft for 15,000 
francs was not worth more than the slip of 
paper it was written on. It is for this des- 

icable rascality that the Prince has been 
— — As he is keeping himself 
out of France the case went against him by 
default. He was sentenced to pay the full 
value of the jewels he stole and a fine of 1,000 
trancs, and also to suffer thirteen months’ 
imprisonment at herd labor. 

I visited the other day what is probably 
the most interesting and the most svlicit- 
ously watched private residence in the world. 
This was the Zirio_Villa at Nice, the tem- 
porary home of the German Crown Prince 
and his family. It is a difficult place to get 
into. When the imperial family first went 
there the servants got to gossiping with the 
servants of ueighboring houses. ‘he result 
was that a great many things got out which 
should have been kept secret. So orders 
were issued that no servant was to leave the 
grounds nor to hold any communication what- 
ever with any persons outside. It was also 
decreed that no visitors were to be admitted 
on any pretext, except members of the impe- 
rial family and court aud the doctors and 
their attendants. I may add that it was 


through the courtesy of one of tne attending 


pitysicians that I was able to get within the 
sacred inclosure and see the imperial pa- 
tient and his family at short range. The in- 
mates of the Zirio Villa are the Crown Prince 
and Princess and three of their daughters 
and their personal attendants. Another 
daughter and a son and other relatives are 
living at a neighboring hotel. The daughters 
at the villa are Victoria, Sophia Dorothea, 
and Margaret, aged respectively 22, 18, and 
16. The eldest daughter. Carlotta, wife of 
Prince Bernard of Saxe-Meinigen, is at the 
Mediterranean Hotel with ber little daugh- 
ter. All these Princesses are to be seen 
daily on the streets, very plainly dressed, 
usually in black and red, walking about as 
unassumingly as a bevy of schoolgirls out for 
an airing. Their brother Henry, second son 
of the Crown Prince, is also at the Mediter- 
ranean Hotel, with the Grand Duke of Hesse 
and his daughter — to whom Prince 
Henry is engaged. The Grand Duke was the 


husband of the late Princess Alice of En- 


gland, and Irene was their second daughter. 

The Crown Prince himself has not been 
much in the habit of walking out. But al- 
most every morning he has ridden out. He 
rides in an open carriage, drawn by two 
particularly powerful and spirited bay horses. 
He sits with Lis back to the horses to avoid 
the wind, and gith one of his doctors by his 
side and two officers of his suite facing him. 
He dresses in a plain black cheviot cloth suit, 
and wears a soft gray felt hat. His walks, 
when he takes them, are in the afternoon. 
Sometimes he strolls along the shore, but he 
does not care much for the sea, and prefers 
to go and wander up the hillsides.

tongue. This is chiefiy, of course, because 
the Crown Prince’s wife is an English 
Princess. In this as well as in other far 
more important matters she has exerted a 
controlling influence over the Prince. I must 
say, however, that thereby she has made her- 
self unpopular with a large ana impor- 
tant party in Germany. Most of the nobles 
attached to the imperial court are bitterly 
hostile to her, and have done much to annoy 
her. Should her husband live to succeed to 
the throne, and she become Empress, there 
would be a revolution in court society. For 
this gentle Princess has muctrof her mother’s 
proud and regal disposition, and has treas- 
ured up a long black list of grudges to be 
paid with interest if ever she has the chance.

Was he seeking the favor of the tyrant! Not 
at all. I did, indeed.“ he said, visit Citi- 
zen Carnot, whom the oppressors of the peo- 
ple call President of the Republic. But 
why! Because I wanted to see how these 
aristocrats disport themselves. I wanted to 
see if he would venture to slight me—me, the 
representative of the peovle. That is why I 
went. And I must confess, citizens, that 
this Carnot is not stch a bad fellow, after 
all. He stlook hands with me and acted 
quite hike one of ourselves. A decent fel- 
low!“ 

„But,“ they demanded, why did you 
wear the clothes of an aristocrat? Are you 
bacisliding from our glorious principles of 
liberty, equality, fraternity?” . 

„By no means,” said he. But, you see, 
they would not have let me in without it. 
Tnat is why. And that is why I took it upon 
myself to go there as the representative of 
the people, because I alone of ali of us had 
the garments which tyranny makes neces- 
sary. 

And how,“ they pursued, “do you come 
to have them? Have you been herding with 
the aristocrats?”’ 

„O, no,“ he cried. ‘You must know, citi- 
zens, that I was once an actor; indeed, I am 
one now. Well, when I was playing in Thir- 
ty Years’ 1 had to wear a dress suit on the 
stage. Well, it was ked away witha lot 
of other rubbish. When 1 decided to go to 
Citizen Carnot’s I thought of it. I unpacked 
the box. There it was, as food as ever, save 
a few grease spots, which I cleaned off with 
petroleum. That was the suit I wore to Citi- 
zen Carnot’s, the working clothesof my 
trade. Citizens, we are equals. All we have 
isourcommon property. Why not? Then 
my old dress suitis yours also. Whenever 
one of you wants to wear it itis at his 
posal. Vive )’Anarchie!”’ | 

This explanation satisfiea the “Equals of 
Montmartre.“ But it is understood that no 
Socialist must get into the habit of wearin 
a dress suit. Only a serious 8 will 

ustify such an act. By the way, Citizen Lis- 
nne told the truth when he said he cleaned 
his coat with petroleum. He did so, and the 


smell of the oil remained on the coat when 


he went to the Elysée. So strong was the 
odor that M. Carnot perceived it, and after 
Citizen Lisbonne had passed well out of hear- 
ing he remarked in an undertone to his next 
neighbor, Only a Kevolutionist would ever 
think of perfuming himself with petroleum!“ 

Theatrical managers are still discussing 
the budget. And with reason. The principal 
houses make a wretchedly bad showing. In 
spite of the subsidies granted by the State 
they are running behind in their finances. 
At the Opera, for example, there is a subsidy 
of 5180. 000 a year. That does not pay the cost of 
lighting, heating, repairs, police, and insur- 
ance. At the Théatre Frangis the subsidy 
is $50,000, with the aid of which the manager 
just contrives to cover expenses. Why is 
this? There must be bad management some- 
where. Certainly the salaries of the actors 
are not at fault. Nowhere are such low sal- 
aries paid as here. There are thirty-nine 
singers in the opera company. Last year 
their entire salaries aggregated only $164,800. 
That is an average of about $4,225 apiece; a 
low tigure for first-class artists. The fifty 
dancers get lessthan $1,000 each, including 
the star-artists and balletmasters. There 
are a hundred chorus singers, who receive 
an average of only $25 each. There are also 
a hundred musicians in the orchestra, who 
get $500 each. These figures will strike man- 
agers as being low. Then of late vears not 
much has been spent in mounting new pieces, 
J remember that ten years ago it was not un- 
common to spend $50,000 for scenery and cos- 
tumes for a single opera. But during the 
last three years the highest figure thus 
reached was only $29,200, which sum 
was lavished on the _ stage-setting of 
„% Patrie.“ And yet the Opera is losing more 
and more, year by year. And at the same 
time the attendance at the performances is 
as great as ever. At the Théatre Frangais, 
too, low salaries are the rule. There are 
twenty-seven societaires who receive about 
$5,000 a yeareach. M. Got, who has served 
forty-two years, gets an extraordinary allow- 
ance of $1,200 more. There are also thirty- 
three pensionnaires, who get from 8400 to $2,400 
each. Now compare these figures with what 
other actors get. M. Coquelin, for example, 
used to get $5,000 a year at the Thé&tre Fran- 

ais. He has since been making a tour of 

zurope on his own account. In a short East- 
ern circuit, lasting only thirty-seven days, he 
played thirty-two times and received 4 clear 
profit of more than $60,000. In five orm- 
ances at Pesth he received $6,500. Four 
nights at Constantinople paid him $12,000. 
Such are the gains an actor can make away 
from the Théatre Francais. It is said that in 
less than a year in North and South America 
Sarah Bernhardt cleared more than $200,000. 
At the Théatre Francais she would be getting 
less than $5,000 a year. 

Well, then. ow is the money spent? 
There is much mismanage ent, doubtiess. 
There is much extravagance. For example, 
it costs $60,000 a year just to light the Opera- 
House. That is three times too much. To 
have the building swept and dusted costs 
$7,200, a most exorbitant figure. Large sums 
are paid to the press, as a sort of blackmail. 
Then the free-pass abuse is of enormous pro- 
portions. At the Opera two out ot every fiveare 
‘“‘dead-heads.”” At the Théatre Francais the 
proportion is nearly as great. In 1886 there was 
a total attendance of 463,000, of whom 156,000 
were admitted free. How to getrid of this 
free-list incubus is what chiefly occupies the 
attention of the managers.

Mme. Patti-De Munck always sings two or 
three songs, with a voice and manner fully 
equal to her more famous, but not more gifted, 
sister Adelina. M. De Munck plays her ac- 
companiments, and also plays solos on his 
violoncello, of which noble instrument he is 
proven the greatest living master. Mme. 

atti-De Munck also brings out on such occa- 
sions some of her pupils, among whom there 
are several American girls. 

M. Gounod is working 3 on his 
new opera, Charlotte Corday.” In con- 
formity to tradition, it is to embody a love- 
story.
